WASHINGTON, D. O., April 19.—In connec- 
tion with the joint resolutions providing for 
the aceeptance of a statue of Gen. Grant from 
the Grand Army of the Republic, introduced 


in the Senate to-day, Senator Manderson pre- 
sented the following letter: 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12, 1890. 

Hon. Charles F. Manderson, United States Senate: 

DEAR SIR—Upon the death of Gen. U. 8. 
Grant, his comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, desiring to testify their affectionate 
regard for his memory through the proper of- 
ficers of the National Encampment, com- 
manded to the posts of the organ! 
zation a project for raising a 
sufficient sum of money by the voluntary 
contributions of small sums of inaividual 
members of the oi der to erect a statue to his 
memory. It was believed that the Congress 
would accept such a statue and assign ita 
place in the old hallofthe House of Repre- 
sentatives along with that of Abraham Lia- 
coln, the President by whose side he 
stood in the great contest which gave 
them fame. The National Encampments since 
held have appointed and continued a com- 
mittee for the purpose of conducting the mat- 
ter to a conclusion, and at the last encamp- 
ment, held at Milwaukee, Wis., in August 
last, directed that subscriptions be closed on 
the first day of December following and 
that the committee proceed as speedily 
as possible thereafter to the erection of the 
memorial. There was on hand to the credit 
of the Grant monument fund as officially re- 
pextet by the Quartermaster General to the 
ast National Encampment more than $10,000, 
This sum, we are advised, is amply sufficient 
to procure a statue and pedestal of the first 
order of excellence. On behalf of the com- 
mittee ZI have, therefore the honor to 
inclose herewith a form of joint resolution 
permitting the statue of Gen. Grant, the de- 
sign of which shall have first been approved 
by the joint Committee on the Library to be 
placed among others of our Ulustrious citizens 
In the Statuary Hall of the Old House of 
Representatives.

the city. The depot, 
which was crowded 
with people, was 
decked out in gala 

dress, a prominent and picturesque feature 

of the decorations being the intertwined flags 
of the United States, Belgium and the 

Congo Free State. The band of the Civic 

Guard, who were present for escort duty, 

played the national anthems of America and 

Belgium. On alighting from his train Mr. 

Stanley was received by Count D’Oultremont, 

Marshal of the Court, who represented King 

Leopold. Amidst the cheers of the people the 

‘party at once entered the court carriages and

were driven to the palace. A serious scuffle 
occurred between the Civic Guard and the 
press reporters, the latter vigorously object- 
ing to the position assigned them from which 
to view the ceremonies. 

In the present aspect of the case it is re- 
garded as a great deal more probable that Mr. 
Stanley will become tbe Governor of the 
Congo Free State than that he will enter the 
British service, As Governor of the Congo 
Country he would exercise more power 
than in any capacity to which the Brit- 
ish couid assign him and he would be 
able to govern with an absolutely free hand. 
Mr. Stanley recognizes the fact that King Leo- 
> pold bas the firstciaim on him and the im- 
plicit confidence which that monarch bestows 
upon him is astifiicient guarantee that no in- 
terference with his Government would be 
offered. It is, therefore, believed that Mr. 
Stanley will receive his commission before he 
leaves Brussels, if he desires it. 


No Welcome in France. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, April19.—Stanley got very little at- 
tention here. A dozen people met the train 
at Lyons, but not a word of welcome was 
spoken. Considering that Stanleo was the 
pet of the Geographical Society when he last 
visited Paris and was received by them 
in triumph and Dbanqueted and feted, it 
seems strange that not a single representa- 
tive of this society should meet Stanley this 
time atthe train. The Post- DISPATCH corre- 
spondent went straight from the station to 
the building ot the Geographical Society on the 
Boulevard St. Germain and saw the Secretaire- 
General, who is personally a great friend of 
Btanley’s. He asked him why the society did 
not show courtesy to the man whom a few 
years ago they 80 highly honored. It trans- 
pired that in the first place the society felt 
slighted because Stanley never replied to its 
letter of congratulation on his safety, Dut

LIaccept all degrees of 
Catholicism and believe in them, but many 
things need to be toned down. What I do not 
and can never accept ie the narrowness, and

Commerce has takan wonderful 
strides and cities and villages are springing 
up where before all was desolation. 

IN FAVOR OF ANNEXATION. 

These changes have not been unobserved 
either in Afghanistan or the Persian province 
of Khorrassan, and outside of the class that 
flourish on plunder and extortion, annexation 
to Russia would be hailed with delight by the 
people of those countries. Already the path 
to Herat is considerably smoother fora Russian 
army than it would have been in 1885 dad war 
occurred in that year,and the road which Col. 
Grodekoff pronounced impassable by any large 
body of men would now afford convenient 
subsistence fora formidable foree, all this 
being the resultof the fact that the farmer 
can now cultivate the soil in security from 
Turcoian raiders. There is no ground for 
belief, however, in news either from Indian 
or Russian sources that Abdurrahman has 
any intention ofsurrendering Herat to Rus- 
sia. The place continues 
heavily garrisoned. and the 
cations have been repaired, 80 
something of its ancient strength has been re- 
stored.

BRITISH FOLITICS. 


Growing Sentiment in Favorof Irish Home 
Rule—The Budget. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, April 
19. — Both the 
Liberal and the 
Oonservative 
politicians who 
have sounded 
the London 
constituencies 
on the question 
of Irish home 
rule declare 
that they are 
thoroughly oon · 
vinced that a 
large majority 
of the electors are in favor of the concession. 
Many of the latter party are therefore resolved 
to support a measure granting the major part 
of thé demands of Ireland, but decline to 
discuss the subject further until the time 
counties for voting on it. The attention of 
earnest politicians in London is fixed almost 
exclusively on social questions. Concerning 
these questions the minds of the voters are 
not fully made up, and all that tends to throw 
fresh lie ht on the problem affecting the hous- 
ing and feeding of the poor, public sanitation,

on recreation and the like is welcomed 
by the great mass of the electors, who are 
eager to do what is right, but are perplexed 
by the conflicting claims of sympathy and 
economy. This is a clase of subjects that does 
not appeal to Mr. Gladstone at present. His 
faculty for throwing his whole nature into 
whatever he bas in hand is balanced by a sin- 
gular inability to attend to two things at once. 
In his mind, it nowhere else, it is true that Ire- 
land holds the first plaoe, and until the question 
of home ruleis disposed of no old political 
problem will have any considerable share of 
hia attention. Besides this he is strongly 
Opposed to State Socialism, whether shat 
term is used to express the doiug by the 
State of what properly is the function of the 
individual orthe taking by the State of pri- 
vate property for public uses. It is true that 
in accepting the ‘‘Limehouse programme,’’ 
as it is called, Mr. Gladstone has gone fur - 
ther in a socialistic direction than bis friends 
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with the utmost misgivings the growing ten- 
dency to invoke the Interference of the State 
in matters which have heretofore been left to 
private enterprise. 

AGITATION IN SCOTLAND. 

The proposal of a scheme of land purchase 
for Ireland has already stimulated the de- 
mand for similar legislation in Scotland. With 
a view of doing something to satisfy this de- 
mand, a number of Scotch Members of Pariia- 
ment are soliciting the support of other mem- 
bers and have received assurances of ald from 
many Liberals, Nationalists and Radicals for 
the bill recently introduced entitled, the‘‘land 
purchase (Scotiand) bill. The object of this 
measure is to empower local authorities to 
acquire land, and to facilitate the sub-divis- 
ion of large holdings In Scotland. In the first 
instance, the land proposed to be acquired is 
not to exceed in extent five acres in any one 
parish, but it is a safe prediction that no very 
long time will elapse before much larger pro- 
posais will be made to Parliament on behalf 
of the erofters of Scotland, and possibly on 
behalf of the farmers of England as well. 

THE BUDGET. 

Goschen is considered in political circles to 
have made a sorry mess of his budget surplus. 
He has frittered it away in a number of petty 
remissions, by which no section of the com- 
munity will benefit appreciably. The re- 
ception given the budget disposes 
of the idea of dissolution most 
effectually. The budget would do nothing for 
the government in a general election. So the 
Tories will now revert to their former policy, 
holding out against Gladstone's iife, Gliad- 
stone has been quite ill this week, but will be 
in his place next week for the land bill debate. 
Choosing between the two men, Lord Salis- 
bury’s life is a good deal more precarious 
than Gladstone’s. It is said that Hartington’s 


recent illness has left him an old man.

She la a big bodied 
craft and it is likely has been 
overdone with regard to beam, while it 
seems inconsistent to English ideas that so 
deep a vessel should have been built with a 
center board. Yachtemen believe that the 
Iverna will be very fast in light weather, as 
the wetted surface will be comparatively 
small for so large a sail spread. She will 
be equal to whipping the Thistle in 
any sort of weatber. On the other

LIQUOR MEN IN POLITICS. 

The licensed victuailers, as retaildealers in 
intoxicating liquors are called here, are be- 
ginning to take a part in elections very simi- 
lar to that which they have for many years 
taken in the United States. This is owing to 
the circumstance, that under recent laws, the 
granting of licenses no longer rests in ap- 
pointed magistrates, but in elective councils.

The liquor trade 
apparently acts as if its members might at 
any time be cailed upon to join in the common 
defense against the growing sentiment in 
favor of restriction, 

INSURING CHILDREN’S LIVES. 

The vigorous crusade of the Bishop of Peter- 
boro against the system of insuring chil- 
dren’s lives for the benefit of their parents 
has merely revived a subject that has occa- 
sionally come before the public, but dropped 
in very horror. A former detective, who is 
now writing the reminiscences of his career, 
bluntly says that a child insured is a child 
dead, unless a miracie intervenes. In plain 
language the British Assurance Co. says to its 
clients: ‘‘We know you will murder your 
children, whom we take risks upon, if you 
can do it safely; but we have men on the 
watch who are paid to detect such crimes, 
and will match their cunning against yours.’’

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MINORITY GOVERNMENT. 


There is no State in the South in which 
the ballot in the hands of tlie voter is 
more of a mockery than it is in Rhode 
Island and Connecticut. The party that 
polls the most votes in these two States is 
by State law deprived of just representa- 
tion in Congress and prevented from 
electing the Governor and Legislature of 
the State. 

The large Rhode Island cities of Provi- 
dence, Pawtucket and Woonsocket have 
precisely the same representation in the 
Senate as the least populous of rural 
towns. A handful of voters in a deserted 
village has as much power in the State 
Legislature as one of the State’s greatest 
cities. It is the same way in Connecti- 
cut, and in both Statesa majority of the 
Legislature thus constituted chooses the 
Governor whena majority of the whole 
popular vote is not polled for any one 
of the candidates. 

For the third time in the last four or 
five years JOHN Davis has come out of the 
Rhode Island election with several 
thousand more votes than any other can- 
didate for Governor, only to see one of 
the candidates whom the people had re- 
jected made Governor by a Legislature 
which represents a minority and not a 
majority of the lawful votes polled. 

The present Governor of Connecticut 
and his predecessor were both rejected by 
the voters of the State, but elected by 
Legislatures in which Hartford has no 
more representation than one of the al- 
most deserted towns. Connecticut has 
been counted one of the most reliable of 
Democratic States in presidential eleo- 
tions ever since 1876, yet during all that 
time she has had Republican Governors 
and Legislatures and has been repre- 
sented in the Senate by Republicans. 

A genuine and thorough election reform 
is needed in all sections of this country. 
It means not only a perfectly free ballot 
and fair count, but laws that will enforce 
the popular decision and secure some- 
thing like proportionate representation in 
all branches of the Government.

Arrested and Locked Up at the Four Courts 

Until Bond Was Furnished—He Says It Is 

All a Mistake—The Story of a Novel 
Method of Ralsing the Wind. 


A few minutes after 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon Detectives Badger and Flynn ar- 
rested Leon Goldman, a young broker, and a 
nephew of Moses Fraley. The arrest was 
made at the instigation of the jewelry firm of 


Merrick, Walsh & Pheips, and the charge was 
fraud. 


Goldman was asleep at the house of a friend 
when found. He sent word down stairs to 
the detectives that he did not care to be dis- 
turbed. He was forced to rise and dress, 
however, and then walked between his cap- 
tors to tne Four Courts where he was searched 
and locked up. On the way 
to the station he asked the 
nature of the charge against him, and was 
told that Merrick, Walsh & Phelps had com- 
menced criminal proceedings. He admitted 
te the officers that the story told by the jew- 
elry men was substantially correct, but in- 
sisted that they had acted too hastily in the 
matter. 

GOLDMAN WAS QUESTIONED 
regarding the charge as he sat in the office of 
the Chief of Police about 7 o’clock, having 
been released from the hold-over pending 
the arrival of his attorney and bondsman. 


He at first refused to answer my! questions. 
He said he would have to consult his attorney 
before he talked. ‘‘There is one thing about 
this whole thing, however,’’ he at last said, 
that don’t quite understand. Mer 
rick, Walsh and Phelps have known me for at 
least twelve or thirteen years, and they know 
Iam good for anything 1 get. I told them that 
if they would senda man with me I would 
have the whole thing fixed all right, but they 
would not do that. It’s alla mistake. 

Goldman was then asked regarding a rumor 
to the eilect that he had been concerned in 
other shady diamond transactions. These 
stories he indignantly denied. 

This is the only affair of the kind I ever got 
into,’’ he said, ‘‘and lam sure it will be fixed 
all right in a day or so. I have lots of 
friends here in St. Louis. 

The prisoner was relersed about Illo clock, 
Judge Campbell’s 1 having deen ob- 
tained to a bond In the sum of $800, which was 

resented by Attorney Jonas. The 

ondsman is Max Judd. It is under- 
stood that a representative of Merrick, Walsh 
& Phelps will swear out a warrant against 
Goldman to-morrow morning charging him 
with traud. 

GOLDMAN’S PLAN 

to raise the wind was a somewhat novel one. 
It was on March 27 he did the little 
work that will probably land him 
in tbe Penitentiary. He had made 
the acquaintance of William Walsh of the 
firm of Merrick, Walsh & Phelps,and had im- 
pressed that gentieman as a com- 

anlonadble fellow and 5 prosperous 

usiness man. He had taken  »particu- 
lar pains to gain the good opinion 
of Mr. Walsh, and the latter gentieman had 
no idea all was not right with Goidman. On 
the 27th day of last month Goldman called on 
Mr. Walsh in the store of Merrick, 
Walsh & Phelps. He said he wanted 
to give his mother, who lives in Baltimore, a 
handsome present. His tancy turned to dia- 
monds,and diamonds in great profusion were 
shown him. His fancy was narrowed to dia- 
mond earrings,and from the stock,after much 
deliberation he selected two pair, but could 
notdecide between them. was so far 
from being abie to say which pair would 
please his mother most, that he proposed that 
the choice be left to his mother. With the 
view of submitting the ear-rings to his 
mother 

HE OBTAINED BOTH PAIR. 

The total value of the diamonas thus ob- 
tained was nearly $900. For them he gave a 
receipt, which acknowledged the ownership 
of Merrick, Walsh & Phelps in the goods. He 
agreed to return the earrings which his 
mother did not want and payfor the other 
pair in three or four days. 

He was called upon to fulfill his contract 
after the expiration of four or five days, but he 
was not then ready. He put o the 
representative of the firm who called on him 
on another occasion. The firm concluded tnat 
Mr. Goldman was not acting square and in- 
formed the’police. But little work was neces- 
sary to find the diamonds in 
Dunn’s pawnshop at 912 Franklin avenue. 
It was ascertained that the diamonds had 
been pawned there for $50 on the 27th day 
of March, the day on which Goldman ob- 
tained them from Merrick, Walsh & Phelps. 

Goldman was sent for yesterday and in- 
formed ofthe finding of the diamonds. He 
broke down completely and begged to be al- 
lowed to pay for the diamonds and escape 
prosecution. He said he had never done 
suchathing before and was driven to it by the 
pressure of debts. He asked to be given 
until Monday to settle the matter. His propo- 
sitions were all rejected and at 5:30 o’clock 
Detectives Badger and Flyun took him to the 
Four Courts. 

LEON GOLDMAN 

was at one time a prominent figure on the 
Mining Exchange, and was admitted to be one 
of its boidest operators. During the palmy 
days of the West Granite his operations were 
watched daily and hourly,and he was generally 
regarded asthe representative of bis uncle, 
Moses Fraley, on the Mining Exchange. A 
sudden fallin West Granite caused him to 
default on his contracts, and since that 
time he has seldom been seen on 
the floor, although he has kept 
up his membership and occasionally engaged 
in business. He previously had a slight mis- 
understanding with the police, when he and 
his brother, Maurice Goldman, became 
involved in a quarrel with tailor 
named Strauss at a Harmonie 2 
ball, and the too made an assault upon the 
tailor with disastrous resulfs to themselves. 
Leon was arrested, but immediately released, 
His brother afterwards spent some .time 
among theroaches inthe holdover, but was 
discharged, and is now caller of the Kansas 
City Mining Exchange.

The Slayer of Taulbee.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—There 
was quite a distinguished gathering in the 
Criminal Court this morning when an applica- 
tion was made to admit to bail Charles E. 


Kincaid, the newspaper correspondent who 
is now awaiting trial for shooting the 
late Congressman Taulbee of Kentucky 
in the Capitol of the United States atew weeks 
ago. Promptly at II o’clock to-day Mr. Kin- 
cald, accompanied by his counsel, Mr. A. 
Maurice Smith, Representative Grosvenor of 
Ohio, Judge Jerry Wilson and Senator Voor- 
hees of Indiana, entered the Criminal Court- 
room and took his seat facing the 
Judge. He showed the effects of his 
close confinement in the district jall, but did 
not seem to manifest any nervousness. Dis- 
trict Attorney Howe said that before pro- 
ceeding with any argument on the motion for 
bail he would ask that the defendant be form- 
ally arraigned. This was conceded, and with 
the consent of Judge Bingham, Mr. 
Kincaid remained seated while the clerk read 
the indictment charging him with the murder 
of W. P. Taulbee. When asked as to what his 
piea was, Mr. Kincaid, ina clear voice, said: 
Not guilty.’’ 

Mr. Smith then proceeded with his state- 
ment as to the grounds on which ball was 
asked. He said that the demand was made on 
account of sickness by his client. Dr. J. Byrd 
Harrison gave medical testimony in support 
of the application for bail. 

Why are you of such a firm impression 
that this confinement in jalifortwo months 
longer may terminate fatally?’’ asked Judge 
Hoge, the District Attorney.

Edison. He remained in the city undiscoy- 
ered until last night,"wnen hg took his de- 
parture for North Carolina. 
MR. EDISON’S OPINIONS. | 
A representative of the For- Dteraron 
met Mr. Edison just before he 
left the city. In answer to a 
question he said: 1 did not make my- 
self known because I wished to look about 
the city on my own account, and had no time 
to spare in receiving visits. I have traveled 
pretty extensively over this country and 
Western Europe, and think that I snow 
something about electricity. After a bare ful 
survey of the situation, I can say that electri- 
cally considered, St. Louls presents advant- 
ages offered by no other large cl y in the 
world. The grades, the streets, the car lines, 
and the buildings seem all to have been es 
pecially made tor the successful application 
of electricity, both as a motor and an 
liluminator. The grades are not too steep, 
the streets are not too narrow, and the city | 
admirably suited to the appifeation of shee.

Mr. Edison, while in thecity, spent much 
time with A. H. Reese 1 the local 
Edison Electric Lig t Co. Yester- 
day they went through the drew 
eries in the South nd, and also 
visited the Municipal Electric Light Co.’s 
— at Eighteenth and Gratiot streets, 

r. Edison was enthusiastic in his commenda- 
tion of this plant, the lurgest single plant in 
the country. 

His visit in St. Louis was kept a profound 
secret because of Mr. Edison’s dread of ‘‘a 
fuss’’ being made over him. He was aided 
in his effort to remain unknown by his 
plainness of appearance. No one about 
the hotel suspected for an instant that the 
1 luventor was in the house, and could 

ardiy have imagined that the man who 
moved amoung them so quietiy was more than 
he appeared to be. 

Mr. Edison has a boy’s interest in electric 
appliances and in consequence was enter- 
tained in the way that was most acceptabie, 
being taken to all the stations where such ap- 
paratus isin use. 

Mr. Edison left the city last night on his 
way to North Carolina, where he has been ex- 
perimenting withthe gold ores of Carotina 
and Georgia. These ores have resisted all 
attempts at profitable working because of the 
large amount of sulphur in them, and the 
diMiculties of mining on account of the naar 
rowness of the veins and the tortuous course. 
Mr. Edison has solved the problems, he 
thinks, and is about to undertake demonstra- 
tion on a large scale of his discoveries.

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BURMAH AND BORNEO, 


Some of the Results of British Misrule—The 
Worst Type of Slavery. 


£pecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, April 19.— 
English mind is deeply 
troubled about the 
situation on the east- 
ern side of India inthe 
provinces which 
formed the kingdom 
of Burmah. Thebaw’s 
rule did not compare 
in general oppression 
and injustice wfth the 
gross maladministration under the British 
flag. Thetryanny of King Thebaw reached 
only a comparatively few of the upper 
classes that incurred his personal hatred; the 
oppressive mismanagement of the agents of 
Great Britain reaches every class, however 
humble, and day after day come the sicken- 
ing tidings of outrage provoked by ontrage, 
while undoubtedly much of the worst 
is kept from the public. Bur- 
mese, who refuse to acknowledge the 
Queen were treated not only as rebels, but as 
bandits, and put to death when captured ina 
cold-blooded way that reminds one of the 
horrors that followed the Indian mutiny. 


Just at present a little of the British sympa- 
thy lavished on political prisoners in Siberia 
might well be bestowed on Burmah. 

Another opportunity for British protest 
against inhumanity perpetrated under the 
British colors is offered in Borneo. Recent 
accounts from the States in that island under 
English protection represent that thou- 
sands ot coolles, virtually kid- 
naped from Ohina, are held in a 
condition of slavery to which that of the 
American Southern States was comparatively 
mild. These poor creatures are induced to 
leavetheir homes under misrepresentation 
and once in Borneo they are kept in bondage 
from which there is no relief except by death. 
If they attempt to escape they are hunted like 
wild beasts, réwards being offered for 
their capture. It is called a con- 
tract labor system; it is in reality 
servitude compared with which thatof the 
African is, as a rule, miidness itself; and yet 
the English colonial authorities are wilfully 
blind to these hideous evils, while societies in 
London and other parts of the country are 
raising money and proposing expeditions for 
the suppression of slavery in Africa.

Appalling Confession of a Negro 
Murderer and Thief. 


He Was Implicated in No Less 
Than Twenty-One Murders. 


An Unparalleled Bistory of Crime Long Un- 
punished—A Gang of Cutthroats Which 
Wantonly Murdered Men, Women and 
Children for Gain—The Harlan Court- 
House (Ky.) Sensation Exploded—A 
Doubly Fatal Cutting Affray Over a 
Trivial Matter—A Celebrated Murder 
Case—Release of an Old-Time Peniten- 
tiary Convict Whe Has Served Many 
Terms—The Criminal Calendar. 


‘Br Telegrarh to the Posr-Disrarox. 
Buena, Ala., April 19.—The written 
@onfession of the negro murderer, Ben Elsey, 
who was hanged here yesterday, was made 
public and reveals the most phenomen al his- 
tory of crime ever heard of in Southern crim- 
mal annals. The fiend says he has been im- 
plicated in no less than twenty-one murders 
and so many robberies and arsons that he 
could not recall them all. The confession is 
genuine, and written out by the negro in his 
own handwriting. His first murder was that 
of a negro boy, at Dalton, Ga., when 
only 14 years of age. He next 
ghot and kund another negro in 
Atlanta while playing craps. For this he was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for twenty 
ve , but on account of age was pardoned 
a He next became a brakeman on the East 
Tennessce road, where he became a member 
of a regularly organized gang of thieves and 
murderers and plied his appalling avocation 
for five years with little interruption.

IN CHARGE OF HIS SISTER, 

Mrs. Dutchardt, who lived at Fourteenth and 
Chambers street. When she got well she went 
after her child. but could not findit. Since 
then she claims to have been continually 
searching for her offspring. She was divorced 
from Gropp and married a man named Born- 
holdt. About a week ago she met Gropp 
and asked him where her child was. 
Finally, after much persuasion she succeeded 
in getting bim to tell that he had left the 
child in the care of some folks who lived on 
St. Louis avenue and Broadway. She has 
been in Staunton, III, for about six months, 
and on getting the above information at 
once came to this city. Accompanied by her 
friend, Mrs. Bartiey, she went to the house 
on St. Louls avenue, occupied by Mrs. Steph- 
ens, and took the child as has been described. 
The child is now in Lilinois with her. 

This afternoon, Mrs. Maggie King said to a 
PoOSsT-DISPATCH reporter: 

‘*My little Mamie will be 6 years old the 2ist 
of June.

She was born In my father’s 
house on Market street between Ninth and 
Tenth, and Dr. Russel Abel attended me. 
I have had no steady work lately, so 1 left her 
with Mrs. Stephens for a while until I 
could get zettled. Last. Thursday I 
got everything all arranged and went 
after her. When got there Mrs. 
Stephens told me that she had been taken 
away last Tuesday. I went up to 1112 North 
Eleventh street and found out who the woman 
was who took her away. She claims that her 
little girl Is 8 years old while Mamie is 
only 6 years. I can prove that she 
is mine. My father, James Pratt, 
who worksin asaloonon Clark ayenue near 
Sixteenth street, knows her well and] have 
lots of friends who bave known her since she 
Wus ä tiny baby. They know she has always 
been with me. I am married nowto Mike 
King, a peddler, and he can identify her also. 

„Last night 1 went to the Chief of Police and 
told him about the case. He said he would 
attend ‘o it, but I don’t know what he will do. 
I want my little girl back, and they can’t have 
her. 

Mrs. King said she had only lived at Mrs. 
Stephens’ bouse for four months. It is there- 
fore very probable that Mrs. Bornholdt bas 
made a mistake, as her child was taken there 
four years ago, and the folks who had her 
probably went away long ago, as the occu- 
pants of tenement houses change their res- 
dences frequently.

AN ERA OF STRIKES 


THE FEELING OF UNREST GROWING IN THE 
RANKS OF LABOR. 


— 


Employes of the United States Express Co. 
Seized With the Epidemic—Demands of 
the Florida Logging Men — Chicago’s 
Boss Carpenters Weakening—4 Settle- 
ment at Indianapolis Probable—Labor 
Notes. 


Ry Telegraph to the PoOsT-DIsPatcr. 
CHICAGO, April 19. 
HE strike epidemic 
from which Chicago is 
suffering may spread 
next week to the United 
States Express Co.’s 
employes on aceount of 
the proposed reduction 
in wages. The 400 men 
employed by the com- 
pany here will hold a 
meeting to-morrow to 
discuss the situation and 
adopt some course of 
concerted action. The notice of the reduction 
was mailed to each employe of the company 
from New York April 10. The notice said all 
salaries above $50 a month would be reduced, 
beginning Mayl. Thereduction includes all 
the officers and employes of the company on 
the following basis: On salaries of $500 per 
month and over, 20 per cent reduction; on 
salaries of $100 up to $200 per month, 15 per 
cent; on salaries of less than $100 per month, 
10 der cent. Whenthe notices reached Chi- 
cago the employes here were indignant. The 
superintendent of the money order depart- 
ment and freight department and several 
other officials at once tendered their resigna- 
tions. These have not yet been accepted. 
‘*It is unjust to the men, said one of the 
employes to-day. It is possible we may re- 
signin a body. If we do it will cost the 


company agreat dealto replace us. They 
cannot get men to do the work in the messen- 
ger, money or freight departments. Men 
trained tothis work cannot be had. If we 
quit the company will be paralyzed. We have 
no union or organization, but we could form 
one very easily. 


A Strike Spreading. 


PENSACOLA, Fla., April 19.—The strike in 
Bald win County of log men against the South- 
ern State Land & Timber Co. of this city is 
about to assume greater proportions. The 


strike of the Knights of Labor against 
the company in this city and at Miil- 
view was declared off last week and 
the men resumed work. Tre strike 
in Baldwin County, however, was not 
declared off and the members of the Alabama 
Executive Board ofthe Knights of Labor have 
been in conference with the Florida Execu- 
tive Board during this week, and have ob- 
tained an order for’a general strike against the 
company in this city unless they grant Certain 
demands ofthe strikers, which are that log 
sawyers be paid 40 cents per 1,000 feet, that 
the men be allowed to trade where they 
please, and be paid monthly in United 
states currency, and that the com- 
pany employ none but union labor. J. 
H. HeAnaly, a member of the Alabama Ex- 
ecutive Board, says that these demands were 
presented to the General Manager of the com- 
pany of this city Thursday night, and that he 
replied that he would close down the wmilis of 
the company for twelve months before he 
would grant them. A general meeting of the 
Knights of Labor will be beld in this city Tues- 
day night to take action upon the order of the 
Executive Board. When tue strike ison un- 
der this last order about 2,000 people will he 
affected by it in this city. 


The Indianapolis Carpenters, 


Ry Telerravh to the Post-Diapatocn. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 19.—The notice of 
the District Council of the Oarpenter’s Broth- 
erhood to the contractors, giving them twenty- 
four hours to meet the striking workmen, has 


cay the situation in the most serious possi- 
le light. The Council will order a general 
atrike of all the building trades unions, which 
will effectually tle up the building now in 
progress, and retard it for an _ indefinite 
period. The contractors stubbornly ignore 
the demands of the union, but have called a 
meeting for Monday night to discuss the situ- 
ation. The utmost harmony between the 
trades unions and the Knights of Labor pre- 
valle ln the strike. They number nearly seven 
thousand men. The carpenters will not calla 
general strike. atleast until Monday. Sam- 
uel Gompers, President American Confedera- 
tion of Labor, arrived to-day and is address 
ing a big mass meeting to-night. He said: 
8 . of the employers think if they can de- 
feat the carpenters in this strike that they 
will have effectually suppressed the eight- 
hour movement. They do not comprehend 
the nature of the movement or its magnitude. 
The eight-hour movement has come to stay. 
I want to keep in it until I have seen an eight- 
hour day recognized in every section of the 
United States. Then I will lay down my arms, 
for I will have seen accomplished one of the 
greatest reforms of modern times.’’ 


Chicago Boss Carpenters Weakening. 


CHICAGO, April 19.—Signs are not wanting 
to show thatthe Master Carpenters’ Associa- 
tion is beginning to weaken. Two large firms 
in the Master Carpenters’ Association joined 
the Boss Carpenters’ Association this morn- 
ing. Other firms in the association have 


quietly notified the Boss Carpenters’ Associa- 
tionthat they were ready to come into the 
organization, as they were tired of 
the stubbornness the body which 
they belonged to. The carpenters’ head- 
au rs were erovded with strikers this 
morning, all intent upon finding out what the 
Boss Carpenters’ Association would offer in 
the way of bringing In a suiticient number of 
bosses to employ 8,500 men, that number 
fixed upon by the carpenters as the number 
to be secured before they would return to 
work. Some of the carpenters were skeptical 
and disposed to the opinion that the strike 
would not be settled for a long time to come, 
but the majority seem to have considerabie 
—. in the Boss Carpenters’ Associa- 
on. 


A Peaceful Setilement Likely. 


PITTSHURG, Pa., April 19=There is no im- 
portant change in thé threatened strike of the 
switchmen. Two meetings were held by the 
switchmen to-day, but what action was taken 


isnot kuown. The demands for an Ingrease 


ee 


of wages made by the Pan Handle yardmen is 
guste moderate compared with the original 
list of grievances. This matter is in the hands 
of General Manager Watts, and the demand 
will probably be conceded but without recog- 
nition of the organization. The conductors 
demand 24 cents per hour for day work and 25 
cents per hour for night work. The brake- 
men demand 18 certs per hour day work and 
19 cents per hour for night work. It is 
now probable that all the roads 
will adjust wages upon the same 
basis, thus averting a strike. Whether 
the men will permit their orgenization to be 
entirely ignored remains to be seen. Chair- 
man Rawley of the Federation states that 
their organization will positively insist upon 
the recognition of their Grievance Committee, 
their organization and the consideration of 
the sixteen specified grievances as submitted 
by the committee. No other terms of settie- 
ment willaverta tie up. The organization 
has nothing to do with the reported conces- 
lo n to the demands of Pan-Handle conduc- 
tors and brakemen.

LEGAL ADJUDICATIONS. 


AN ARKANSAS CONTESTED ELECTION CASE 
DECIDED YESTERDAY. 


While the Court Seats the Democratic Con- 
testant It Scores the Methods of His 
Friends—A Minister’s Wife Asks a Di- 
vorce—A Very High-Priced Foot—Suit to 
Recover an Inheritance—Litigations. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPAToR. 

LitrTte Rock, Ark., April 19.—An opinion 
was rendered inthe Supreme Court here to- 
day inthe celebrated Jones-Glidewell elec- 
tion contest, which case has been closely 
watched by both political parties through- 
out the entire State tor months. The decision 
virtually settles four other contests arising on 
similar grounds now pending in the lower 
courts, and will be rece/ved with great inter- 
est In every county in the State. Jones (Re- 
publican) and Glidewell (Democrat) were op- 
posing candidates for the office of County 
Treasurer of this (Pulaski) county at the gen- 
eral election in 1888. Glidewell re- 
ceived the certificate of election and 
entered upon the duties of the 
office. Jones thereupon instituted a con- 
test in the court, where the case was heard on 
appeal from the County Court. The 
Judge found that Jones had received a 
majority ot the votes cast at the elec- 
tion, but refused to award him the 
office upon the ground that the 
evidence showed that his adherents had been 
guilty of illegal practices of such ebaracter 
as to void the election. Jones appealed and 
set up in his brief that on the night 
after the election the iron vault 
in the County  Clerk’s office was 
entered by burglars and six ballot boxes 


containing a large majority for bim stolen. 
He contended that had the vote in these pre- 
cinets been counted he would have had a 
majority of not less than nine hundred votes 
in the county. The other side did 
not deny the burglary and the theft of 
these ballot- boxes. put charged that prior to 
the election Jones’ friends organized secret 
societies and the members, mostly negroes. 
were sworn to vote theirticketeopen. The 
Supreme Court holds that for this reason 
the election was not free and equal, 
and that the election of sontest- 
ant Jones is voided. Tne decision of the 
lower court is therefore sustained, and Glide 
well holds the office, which is one of the most 
desirable in the State. The Supreme Court on 
reviewing the circumstances ot the case 
dwelt with great severity on the burglary of 
the County Clerk’s office in the capital of the 
State, and characterized the deed asa biac 
stain on the good name of Arkansas.

As an instance, he 
cited Harper County, where it was estimated 
would be found 20,000 mortgages, and the 
work complete shows 12,447. The estimate 
fur this (Sedgwich) county was placed at 60,000 
mortgages and two-thirds of the records have 
been examined, showing 24,000 mortgages. 
The estimates for other counties in the State, 
he concludes, are in abouttne same propor- 
tion. 

The amount of indebtednes will also vary 
in the different counties. In Western coun- 
ties the mortgages arefor smaller amounts, 
and in the more prosperous counties for 
larger amounts. The average Kansas farmer, 
however, does not, recemtly, conclude that 
the more he is mortgaged the more heis 
worth. 

THE PRICE OF OORN. 

The increase in the price of corn is enjoyed 
by both politicians and farmers and hence a 
large percent of the people inthe State are 
happy. The old-time politicians are sure that 
corn forafew months ata fair price will kill 
the alliance and kill it more effectually than 
anything else. In the absence of continued 
improvement they are afraid that the alliance 
willkillsomeofthem. The farmers are hap- 
py because they get more money and the 
recent heavy rains has caused the average 
Kansas spring hope to thoroughly develop.

PROGRESS OF THE FARMERS’ INDEPEND- 
ENT POLITICAL MOVEMENT. 


They Are Ready to Throw Off Old Party 
Ties—Dissatisfaction With Gev. Fifer’s 
Administration—The Small Economies 
Practiced by State Officials Give Birth to 
Strange Stories—The Governor and the 
Pilgrims—S8tate Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPaTtcn. 
PRINGFIELD, III., April 
Su. rue farmers of IIII- 
nois although knowing 
for years that they have 
been ignored by the po- 
litical parties of the 
State, have just come 
to the realization of the 
fact that they must as- 
sert themselves, and a 
canvass of the situation in this State shows 
that they are ready fora change, and in fact 
are organizing for a movement by which they 
will gain recounition. Mr. Thomas 
Keady of Dunlap, a prominent deputy 
of the State Grange, in pursu- 
ance of his duties, travels all over the State, 
organizing new lodges and delivering lec- 
tures. He isan intelligent, well posted and 
very observing man and thoroughly under- 
stands the situation. He says it is now con- 
ceded by members of the Grange that Gov. 
Fifer will not appoint Mr. Whiting to the 
County Judgeship in Peoria; that the Gov- 
ernor will appoint Mr. Pinkney, notwith- 
standing the fact that over 1,600 farmers in 
Peoria County have petitioned him to appoint 
Mr. Whiting, who came within 300 votes of 
defeating Judge James four years ago, and 
whothey now consider is by every rule of 
propriety and decency entitied to the ap- 
pointment. Mr. Keady says it has been fully 
demonstrated that the farmer has no show on 
earth with the present Republican Adminis- 
tration and they are getting very weary of 
the system by which State affairs are being 

managed. 
THE REMEDY 8UGGESTED. 

Recognizing this condition of political af- 
fairs, in which the prices of all kinds of 
farmers’ production are sadly depressed, they 
are ready for a change, and propose to come 
forward and suggestaremedy. They will ask 
the Democrats of Illinois to nominate Mr. 
James M. Thompson for the next Governor of 
the State of Iliinols. Mr. Thompson is a very 
extensive, practical and scientific farmer of 
Will County, bas voted the Republican ticket 
until within the past few years, when he 


found himself no longer able to conscien- 
tlously indorse the administration of that 
party. This movement may be considered 
premature, asthetime forthe nomination is 
some distance in the future, but the deter- 
mination was made when Gov. Fifer 
refused to appoint Mr. Van Aredale 
of Peoria to a place on the Kall 
road and Warehouses Commission, when 
he was very strongly indorsed by over halt 
the counties in the State, and had had heavier 
indorsement, as Gov. Fifer himself said, than 
any other applicant for the position. Their 
displeasure was shown by the scathing reso- 
lutions passed at the last annual meeting of 
the State Grange In this city, in denunelstion 
of Gov. Fifer’s action. r. Keady says the 
point has been reached where the old farmers 
are dropping out of party lines, and he 
finds that those farmers who have here- 
tolore voted the Republican ticket are 
nearer ready for a change than 
those who have been voting with the Demo- 
crats. He says that if Mr. Fifer had ap- 
pointed some such man as Lafayette Frank, 
the Grange would not feel aggrieved, but 
they believe that Mr. Crim was elected simply 
to fill out the proper number on the board, 
with the understanding that Phillips and 
Wheeler would transact the business of the 
commission to suit themselves, or in other 
words to suit the administration.

PEARSON’S ECONOMY. 

It must be admitted that thereis such a 
thing as excessive economy in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs. The Hon. Isaac 
Newton Pierson, Secretary of State, has car- 
ried this matter to such an extent that absurd 
and exaggerated reports have been set afloat. 
For instance, that he draws the em- 
pioyes of his office at quitting time every 
evening and searches them to see that no 
penciis, penholders, paper-knives, inkstands, 
erasers, scratchpads or blotters are 
carried from the bullding. This is 
not trne, but his plan of doing 
business may be easily distorted into 
some such ridiculous story. There is also such 
athing as false economy. Ihe working of 
three men for fifteen days on digging out the 
concrete foundation ofthe old steps in front 
of the State House to save a cash expenditure 
of 30 cents for dynamite that would have done 
the work in two hours, as one of the men who 
isa practical miner said, has been criticised 
from an economical view. And if the Secre- 
tary saves hiring a boy at $1.50 per day, and 
puts in the time in person holding the nozzle 
of a hose to wet down fillings and 
sprinkle the sod, he may expect the question 
to be asked, would he not better be in the 
building studying the duties of his office in 
order to avoid such mistakes as the foliowing 
which are reported from that department? A 
short time since, two applications for certi- 
ficate of organization tor The World's Fair 
Advertising Co.’’ or some similar concern, 
were received at the Secretary’s office. They 
camein the same mali and each asked to be 
incorporated under the samename. Of course 
more than one corporation cannot be licensed 
under one name. Instead of filing the firat 
one opened and returning the other they 
were both sent back. The next dayor so 
some other parties sent in an application for 
incorporation under the very same name, and 
now the entire officeisina state of muddled 
perplexity as to what to do in the matter. 
They dare not receive it, having refused the 
others, and they cannot reject it, because no 
other corporation of the same name is on file. 
Another case which illystrates the style of 
doing business in Mr. Pearson's office is that 
of Robert A. Butler of Auburn, who was elected 
Constable. He went to the County Clerk’s 
office and got his certificate of election. Then 
he got an idea that he needed authority from 
the State. He went to the Secretary of State, 
who took up his credentials as Constable and 
issued to him a commission as Justice of the 
Peace!

A requisi- 
tion was also issued on the Governor of Mis- 
siouri for James Dukes, who is wanted at Al- 
ton to answer to a charge of assault with in- 
tent to commit murder. Dukes is in oustody 
at Holden, Mo. Another was issued on the 
Governor of Missouri for Thomas Glilum, 
wanted in Adams County for larceny. He is 
in custody at Kansas City. 

PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

The Illinois State Board of rublic Charities, 
in ite quarterly statement of financial man- 
agement of the State institutions, says the 
total number of inmates at the beginning of 
the quarter, January 1, Was 6,456. During the 
quarter 615 new patients have been admitted, 
70 former inmates and 176 alsentees, making 
a total of 7,317. Ot these 722 were discharged, 
80 have died, leaving 6,415 at theend of the 
quarter. The average cost per capita for 
maintenance was $36.70; total cost to the 
State, $238,632. The amount of appropriations 
drawn during the quarter was $300,677, leav- 
ing a balance of $2,111.42. All the institutions 
in the State are credited with a surplus except 
the blind at Jacksonville, which bas an over- 
draft of $434.62 and a total deficit of $1,580.

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MORE JUDGES WANTED. 


THE DEADLOCK IN THE SUPREME COURT 
AND HOW TO BREAK II. 


A Constitutional Amendment te Increase 
the Number of Judges From Five to 
Seven—Necessity for the Increase—The 
Court Now Three Years Behind in Its 
Business. 


N important 
amendment to 
the State Consti- 
tution will be 
voted upon at the 
next November 
election. It was 
proposed by the 
last General As- 
sembly as the 
best method of 
expediting busi- 
ness in the Su- 
preme Court,and 
ifcarried its ef- 
fect will be to 
increase the 
number of judges of that court from five to 
seven. The necessity of some such course as 
this has been keenly felt for some time by 
members of the bar and by litigants. The 
Supreme Court is about three years behind in 
its business,and great pressure was brought to 
bear on members of the last Legislature to 
come to the rescue with some form of remedi- 
allegisiation. Letters and petitions were re- 
ceived from almostevery city in the State, 
and so unanimous was the feeling that it was 
soon decided that something must be done. 
The most popular scheme at Jefferson City 
was to revive the Supreme Court commis- 
sion. This, it was thought, could easily take 
hold of the arrear cuses and soon bring mat- 
ters into such shape that it would be no longer 
necessary to wait three years or more for a 
hearing. A proposal to this effect was not 
however, brought before either Senate or 
House. Bills were presented having the re- 
vival of the commission in view, but they 
never passed through the committee stage. 
The Judiciary Committees of both houses 
were unanimous in admitting that a good case 
bad been made out, but concluded that the 
best remedy would be provided by the amend- 
ment. As already stated the effect of this

from five to seven. It provides for thee point- 
ment by the Governor of two additional judges, 
who will hold office till 1892. These two 
‘judges, with the one to be elected in Novem- 
er, will have exclusive cognizance of all 
sriminal cases, and will constitute Division 
No. 2, or the criminal branch. The four 
judges oldest in commission will constitute 
the civil branch, or Division No. 1. Henoe it

Up to date little has been heard of any op- 
position, and itis probable the amendment 
will be carried by a very large majority. The 


State can easily afford the slight additional 
expense that its passage would involve. Mis- 
sour! has always been belind the age in the 
matter of liberality to its judges, who are paid 
smaller salaries than in any other State lu the 
Union. In States outside of Missouri judges 
of the Supreme Court are paid all the way 
from $6,000 to $10,000 a ar. In Missouri the 
salary is only $4,500 for a Judge of the Su- 

reme Court, although judges sitting in the 

t. Louis Court of Appeals and Cirouit Courts 
are paid $5,500. This inadequate renumera- 
tions of holders of so high an office is not the 
result of an oversight. Again and again an 
increase in pay has been suggested, the argu- 
ment being that 

MORE SALARY TO JUDGES 

would encourage the best legal talent in the 
State to come forward and also spur on the 
judges on the bench and cause them to give 
more time to their work and thus keep closer 
up with the docket. The opposition has been 
based on economy and alsoon the argument 
that any Increase in salaries would be uncon- 
stitutional. These arguments have prevailed 
and the State payroll for Supreme Court 
judges has been kept down to the very mod- 
est sum of $22,500 per annum. In the mean- 
time the population of the State has been 
growing rapidly and the business and manu- 
facturing interests have advanced even more 
rapidly. Both these have naturally thrown 
more business into the courts, and it is not at 
all remarkable that arrears are accumulating. 

Affairs have now reached a climax, as the 
business of the court is much greater than the 
judges can handle, and hence the arrears are 
steadily growing. It is just possible that the 
framers ofthe proposed amendment werea 
little too modest, and that even seven judges 
will find it impossible to dispose of the vol- 
ume of business that keeps coming before the 
court, to say nothing of the long list of ar- 
rears.

PAYING EXPENSES. 

In those early times, the support of the 
home came from subscribers paying each 81 
= enlarged by occasional donations 
rom people of wealth, collections in the 
different churches, Concerts, and lectures. A 
few life members paid $25 atonce, or $6 
annum for five successive years. Much 
assistance was rendered by young ladies of 
fashion, who made up the garments for the 
children. 2 

The society was now the possessor of real 
and personal property, and it was advisable 
therefore that it should be incorporated. A 
charter was applied for, but for some un- 
xXpown reason it was not obtained from the 
Legislature before the year 1841. At that time 
the date for holding the annual meeting was 
changed fromthe first Thursday of Decem- 
ber to the first Tuesday in April. 

This little cottage was made to serve the 
purpose of the society for fourteen years, a 
period which included one of the severest 
pressures infinance and business ever ex- 
perienced inthis country. Let through it all 
our city inoreased in population and in 
wealth and liberality toward the orphans. 
The treasury was never quite empty, though 
once its balance was reduced tothe small 
sum of a half dollar. 

The little frame cottage became too small to 
accommodate the increasing number of in- 
mates. A larger one was greatly needed. 
Funds were collected, and a large, commodi- 
ous building was completed in 1848 in the 
front of the lot. It was a double house of 
brick, two stories, withan attic, and with its 
trees and iron railing enclosing the front 
yard, it presented a very imposing appear- 
ance, aud was for many years the must at- 
tractive spotinthe neighborhood, and was 
free from debt when completed. It stands 
there still, and though in a dilapidated cond!i- 
tion, It serves as a Monument to the liberality 
of the citizens of the last generation. 

In 1853 by an act of the Legisiature a change 
was made in the name of the association, 
which then received amore conciseand dis- 
tinctive title, ‘‘The St. Louis Protestant Or- 
phan Asylum.“ 

For twenty years this new bullding was an 
asylum indeed to the children of misfortune. 
All orphans that were offered were taken in 
withoutinguiry as to the causes which re- 
duced them to destitution. The city increased 
rapidly and with it this family of orphans. 
Business houses began to encroach upoa the 
locality, with the noise and bustie unsuited 
to such a home, and morally as well as physi- 
cally its surroundings became unhealthy for 
childhood. Their welfare demanded their 
removal to

and to a larger house. To supply this need 
Mr. llenry Shaw offered the Board of Man- 
agers a suitable lot of ground on Shaw avenue, 
which was gratefully accepted. But while 
their plans were being prepared and funds 
were being raised forthe erection of a large 
establisnment, which it was clearly 
foreseen would be necessary in 
the near future, help came froin 
a most unexpected quarter, The Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ Home, which had been established 
from the surplus funds raised by the Sanitary 
Commission in this city, a larger property and 
far better suited to their purpose was offered 
tothem, and was gladly aecepted, the prop- 
erty given them by Mr. Shaw thus reverting to 
its original owner. 

The Sanitary Commission’’ referred to 
was instituted during the war for the relief of 
sick and wounded soldiers, and after the war 
was ended, there being no further need for 
the funds to be used in that way, a home for 
soldiers’ orphans was established, with Rev. 
Wm. G. Elliott, Dr. J. B. Johnson and 
Messrs. James E. Leatman and Carlos Greely 
forthe Board of Managers. The property 
contained twenty acres, at Webster 
Groves, ten miles west of the 
city and near the Pacific Railroad. 
As there were so few of the soldiers’ orphans 
to be cared for this commission thought it 
better to make some other arrangement for 
them and with that end in view offered it to 
the St. Louis Protestant Orphan Asylum with 
two conditions attached: First, that the 
soldiers’ orphans rémaining at the home 
should become wards of the asylum; and, 
second, that $24,000 shouid be raised as an en- 
dowment fund—both of which stipulations 
were agreed to and duly fulfilled. 

In December, 1869, the family of orphans 
leftthe old home on Seventh street forthe 
new one at Webster Groves, the ocvasion be 
ing so fittingly described by Mrs. H. I. Stagg, 
the present Secretary of the Board, that 1 
copy from her book: ‘‘In December, 1869, 
the St. Louis Protestant Orphan Asylum bade 
adieu to the old homestead around which 
were clustered so many sacred memories.

serve and make pleasant home life. On the 
west is situated the Ellen Mckee cottage, for 
-which they are indebted to the lady named, 
which is similarly arranged to the last cot- 
tage, the cottage system being designed to 
provide for the children in small numbers, 
thus avoiding the machine system which is 
obliged to obtain where large numbers are 
gathered together. No children are taken 
under 18 months old, but beyond that age 
they have a full complement. The lawn is 
beautifully laid out, and in the background 
are the aardens, from which they have 
always a full supply of fruits and vegetables. 
They have model poultry yards and raise 
alloftheirown poultry, and have an abun- 
dance offresh eggs. They have eight cows 
whioh yield an abundance of fresh milk and 
cream and butter, and they raise pigs, in 
order to consume the refuse, and are thus 
furnished with their own bacon, which they 
have cured on the place. They keep two 
men, one of whom is an experienced en- 
gineer. 

In this whole country there is no other or. 
phanage so complete and attractive or so wel! 
managed. Philadelphia has one planned 
upon the cottage system, but it is in the

Mrs. Edward Avery of Webster Groves has 
for more than twenty years fulfilled the bur- 
densome duties attendant upon the resident 
Vice-President, as her office might be called. 

Among the physicians who have given their 
time and skill to the Institution the names of 
the following are gratefully recorded: Drs.

Adding luster 
to this record are the names of women whose 
hearts, in the disposal of their fortunes, 
turned kindly to the orphans.

A giftthat deserves special recognition is 
that of $10,000 from the late John J. Roe, sub- 
scribed at the time when anew buliding was 
contemplated. Notwithstanding the release 
from this obligation by the abandonment of 
the plan of the building, Mrs. Kos, at an early 
period after her husband’s death, came for- 
ward with this magnificent offering; at once a 
memorial of him who prompted it and of 2 
own philanthropy. The gift is now the crown- 
ing figure of the endowment fund. 

The late Henry Shaw in hie will, left a be- 
quest of $5,000 to this institution, in all prob- 
ability since he had at one time given them a 
piece of wey? for the erection of a bulid- 
lng, which, by their acceptance of the prop- 
osition of the Sanitary Commission, reverted 
to him; and his sister, Mrs. Morisse, having 
been an active manager for 60 many years, it 
is reasonable to suppose that tnis was the 
institution witich he intended to benefit. Yet 
in making his will he failed to give the exact 
name, sothatthe bequest is also claiined by 
the German Protestant Orphan Asylum, and 
this matter will have to be settied in the 
courts. i 

This institution is free from debt and has 
an endowment fund, some income from rents 
and board for baif-orphans, all of which 
meets about halt of their expenses. 

The Board of Managers meet every first and 
third Wednesday in each month. One meet- 
ing Is held in the city, the other at the 
home. They appoint a committee of two 
each month to visit the home twicein each 
month and report progress, chiefly in the 
school, and all of the affuirs of tho institution 
come directly under their supervision. They 
even make out the bills of fare for each day, 
changing the menu with the seasons, in order 
to be sure that the little ones are comfortably 
fed with abundant, wholesome food. They 
aiso 

PROVIDE CLOTHING 

for them, sew for them with their own hands 
if necessary. They spare themselves no labor 
or pains to carry out faithfully this work, in 
which they have embarked. The current ex- 
penses amount to about 39,000 per annum, to 
meet which thelr income trom the sources 
mentioned yields about half that sum, leav- 
ing about $4,000 to be raised each year by 
contributions solicited by the managers. 
It does seem that in this whole“city full’’ there 
ought to be ralued easily a sufficient sum to 
further endow the institution, and relleve 
those ladies who give their time and 
thoughts and labor. @ these helpiess, suffering 
little children, fr the<lisagreeable task of 
soliciting each year money for its support. 
Oan we draw our little ones around us in our 
pleasant homes and forget these little victims 
of disaster at the very threshold of life? As 
we have been spared to protect our own, 
ought we notin our gratitude lend a helping 
hand to those who can claim no natural pro- 
tector? 

There are thousands of persons In this city— 
tens of thousands of them—who, until they 
see this article, have not known that there 
was such a beautiful home, in every sense of 
the word, for orphans, Protestant but un- 
sectarian, managed by representatives from 
all of the churches, regardless of doctrines.

4 
matron, Mrs. Lucretia Burchard, after living 
years in the orphans’ service, obeved the call 
of death, a nobie woman, who cffered up her 
life atthe altar of duty, as truly as did those 
martyre of old, whose memories the Christian 
Church delights to honor. Thrice in this in- 
stitution had she passed through seasons of 
pestilence, cholera, smali-pox and scarlet fe- 
ver, indefatigable in her labors of love. In 
1866, when 
THE CHOLERA 
was again expected in St. Louis, her consti. 
tution being impaired by much labor and 
many cares, feeling herself unequal to the 
ordeal, she obtained from the board leave of 
absence for the summer. She returned, how- 
ever, to her post before tne plague appeared 
in the house, and although satisfied that her 
life must be the forfeit, as it proved, for- 
getting herself, she ministered with brave 
vigilance and heroic tenderness to the sick 
and dying, unmindtul of the warnings and 
entreaties of the attending physicians, until 
the disease laid such fatal grasp upon her as 
to preclude all hope. And so she died, a true 
martyr in the cause of Christ, who said of the 
children, ‘Inasmuch as ye bave done it unto 
one of the least of these ye have done it unto 
* 


Behold, then, the little seed, the acorn 
‘planted on Seventh street, grown into a prom- 
sing young sapling, transplanted and become 
„ great tree, in whose branches the fowls of 
the alr, may find refuge. The new home so 
happily acquired at Webster Grove consisted 
of twenty acres of fertile land, handsomely 
improved, the principal building, a large, 
commodious storehouse situated upon an ele- 
vation commanding an extensive and beautiful 
view of the surrounding country. This build- 
ing was easily converted into a dormitory, 
school-room, dining-room, etc., to meet the 
needs of the children taken from the Seventh 
street home; along with the few soldiers’ 
orphans who were found there. It was not 
long, however, betore it was found to be ab- 
solutely necessary to have more room, and to 
that end the English and German Cottage 
sytem for orphan asylums was looked 
into and ca lly studied by members 
of the board, whe, even in their pleasure 
trips abroad, bad the we of the helpless 
oaphans — heart. Aud the result was that 
the old stone building was remodelled and 
three beautiful cottages were built near by, 
which, with the steam plant which furnishes 
neat geen’ tne whole — — 3 —

When with misgiving and anxiety the 
association was first formed little did the 
board think that so favorable would be their 
first report to the society. But, thanksto a 
generous and kind hearted community, our 
efforte, under God, have been seconded, our 
motive appreciated, and hence the flourishing 
condition of our society. 


The Board of Managers deem it their duty, 
on the present occasion, to present an out- 
line of the means they have adopted in the 
infancy at the society to carry forward its 
benevolent institutions. 

The meetings of the managers bave been 
monthly to transact the business of the 
society, at which time two of their meimbers 
have been appointed to take charge of the 
children forthe ensuing month. Itis made 
the duty of those appointed to visit the chil- 


dren once a week regularly and to give to the

Your managers, in conclusion, beg leave to 
state that, notwithstanding much has been 
done in the commencement of our enterprise, 
much remains to be done, and the hope is en- 
tertained thatfrom past success a motive to 
future exertion will be drawn.

TRADE TOPICS. 


LOOKING BACKWARD AT THE PRINCIPAL 
MARKETS FOR PAST WEEK. 


Lively Times in Wheat— Another Advance in 
Price+Corn Moving Quietly at Higher 
Figures—The Scarcity in Oats Continues 
—A General Review of the Situation in 
Grain—The Market Conditiens in All the 
Leading Speculative Centers — Gossip 
From the Floor and From the Street. 


There was action enough in the wheat market dur- 
ing the past week to suit the most exacting trader. 
Prices jumped around in the liveliest kind of fashion. 
From last Monday’s runaway market, when May 
struck 89c, June 881%. July 86c and August 85i¢c— 
these figures were 4c above the preceding Saturday's 
close—to Friday's lowest rates for the week of S4lgc 
for May and June, 82c for July and Stile for August, 
there was a constant succession of surprises for one 
side or the other in the rapid changes that took 
place, and the wildest kinds of fiuctuations. It 
looked for a while as though the crop scare boom 
had culminated in last Monday’s sky rocket flicht. 
The market, with occasional upheavals 
in price of considerable magnitude, gradually 
let down, and in such away as to encourage those 
shorts who had held on, and causing many of the 
bears who had climbed out to go in again and put out 
fresh lines of short wheat. A change to fine spring 
weather and improving reports from the winter 
wheat crop, encouraging advices from the Northwest 
regarding spring wheat seeding and the bearish tenor 
of European market and crop news all tended to 
foster the belief of the DBearishly inclined that it 
would be impossible to work the price higher and 
that the smash was coming.

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It is not altogether crop damage that is working 
speculation in wheat. If late reports from New York 
are to be believed, Europe is buying large amounts 
of wheatin that market. The fact that foreigners 
are beginning to take Wheat in this country 10c over 
what they could have purchased at and re- 
fused to do so some time ago, is pointed 
to as testimony to show that they need im- 
mediate supplies and have only the Atlantic 
ports of the United States to draw upon for stocks 
that can be speedily transferred.

Some change has been made in the country 
bulls’ bulletins in that they are now increasing the 
number of acres plowed upand cutting down their 
estimates of the crop to half a yield. ut it is all 
Central or Northwest Missouri, or Jaytown, III., or 
Hoop Pole County, Ind., that keeps up the liveliest 
rattiing of the dry bones and the loudest howls of 
damage.

CrIcaGo, Ile, April 19.—Wheat has been ripped 
around in the wildest way imaginable this week and 
it leaves off, notat the top, but well along up to- 
wards the top. On Monday May went to bc. and the 
day following July struck 8Slgc. These were both 
rank panic prices made by frightened shorts, On 
the reaction May went to 88u⁰e and July to Sagte. 
This happened on Wednesday. The course of the 
market since then has been upward, an advance cul- 
minating to-day at 90c for May and 88igc for July. 
A reaction of about le occurred before the 


close and the market looked ‘‘toppy.’’ The bulls 
hate had decidedly the best of it so far as news 
went. The weather has been Gold and backward 
and in the Southwest a lack of rain is reported. 
The growth of winter wheat along the northern 
belt has been unquestionably retarded and through- 
out the districts further south considerable damage 
in spots has been d loped. Contrary to expecta- 
tions the spring wheat area is not going to show im- 
portant enlargement, if indeed it does not 
show a contraction. Gov. Mellette’s letter that 
the acreage of wheat in South Dakota will 
be only about half as 2 as usual is regarded as a 
rather wild estimate. but it produced a profound 
sensation just the same, and last advices from North 
Dakota aud Minnesota are that the area will be about 
the same as last sear—no larger. The general 
opinion has been thatthe increased acreage in the 
Northwest would about offset the probable reduced 
production of winter wheat. Such, however, seems 
not to be in the pins. So far as it is now 
possible to form an intelligent estimate, the 
crop of 1890 is going to be materially under 
last year regardless of whether last year's crop was 
officially overestimated or not. Decided impair- 
ment in general condition in nearly the whole ofthe 
surplus district of the West must be admitted, and 
reliabie advices from California more than confirm 
couservative ideas ofreduction in acreage and low 
condition. The Pacific coast prodaciion will be 
seriously cut into this year unless information from 
there is all at fauit.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


It Will Be Enforced in New Orleans, and to 
the Letter.

The enforcement was not ordered 
ast Sunday, because he did not desire to take 
inybody unaware. This Sunday ali offenders

o fruit stands. The latter were 
ormerly exempted upon the recommendation 
t the Board of Health, deciaring fresh fruit a 


jaily necessity. Mayor Shakspeare says that 
n the beginning he enforced tho law strictly, 
but juries could not be found to convict and 
there are several thousand old affidavits now 
before the oriminal court. Mr. Luzenberg, 
district attorney,advised against sending any 
more over. In rare instances a conviction 
was obtained and one of the few cénvicted. 
Acity alderman was pardoned by the Gov- 
ernor. There was, therefore, no useful 
nd to be served by continuing the 
wrests. This time he does not intend to ar- 
‘est the offenders, because the recorders have 
tlready enough todo. The Grand Jury wants 
he law enforced and the cases will be referred 
o the body, so that they can find indictments 
t they desire. Personally he is opposed 
o the Sunday law, and ifthe Grand- jury eu- 
orces it now there may be a strong appeal to 
whe Legislature for the repeal of the measure.

IT IS VERY PROBABLE 

that a resumption of work will be inaugurated 
on the Forpaugh within avery short time. 
This mine was formerly worked by the Enter- 
prise Mining Co. to large profit, and a great 
deal of ore was shipped from it, but work was 
suspended on it on accountof the immense 
volume of water that oame in through the old 
stopes. Since that time, however, the ad- 
joining mines have so far reduced the flow of 
water as to enabie the mine, as said above, to 
resume work. Notably among these mines 
that have so ve materially improved the 
condition of the Forpaugh may be mentioned 
the Tip-Top and Oliye Branch, in both of 
which good bodies of sulphide mineral are 
now being worked upon. A reorganization of 
the company owning the Forpaugh has been 
effected, which is now known as the For- 
paugh Mining Co., and this company have 
granted a lease to a number of cap- 
italists, who propose working the mine 
most thoroughly.

The For- 
paugh shaft is now down about 440 feat, 
though the workings are at a pointsome little 
distance above that level. A drift has been 
run out to the north and east some 200 feet 
from the shaft and is in ore. 

It is understood that the negotiations so 
long pending in England with reference to the 
purenase of the Little Rachel lode in the Red 
Mountain district, are about to be closed by 
the transfer of the title to this claim to the 
British parties.

CARTHAGE, Mo., April 19.—As spring ad- 
vanoes this county proves magnetic in its in- 
fluence upon those who are seeking localities 
for profitable investment. Strangers within 


our gates are numerous, and s0 sure as they 
come they hunt up bargains, which are 
to be had on every hand. Farms 
every where are sought after, and it 
is no wonder, for, go where you will, some 
prospecting has been done, and it is now 
demonstrated that the whole country lying 
south of Spring River, from Baxter Springs to 
Aurora, is one vast bed of lead and 
zine. The quantity varies at the same 
depth accoraing to formation near the surface 
but throughout the whole region i: is known 
to abound, and when deep mining is done 
with suitable machinery the returns on outlay 
of capital are always satisfactory. This is 
sure to be more so in the future with 
many of the investments being made, as 
the purchasers are getting land at remark- 
ably low figures. Much attention is being 
paid by speculators to land lying in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Carthage and the eastern 
part of the county.

ASPIRANTS FOR POLITICAL HONORS IN THE 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 


Progress of the Gubernatorial Campaign— 
Something of the History of ‘Old 
Howdy,’’ the Democratic Standard 
Bearer in the Second District—What the 
People Think of Congressman Mills— 
Texas Politics. 


Ry Telegraph to the POst-Nrspates. 
ARIS, Tex., April 19.— 
The gubernatorial cam- 
paign which was 
opened at Bonham 
last Saturday by Hon. 
H. D. . McDonald of 
this city was followed 
by Hon. James 8. 
Hogg, the present At- 
torney-Genera!, who 
opened his campaign 
to-day at Rusk in a strong appeal to the peo- 
ple. Ofcourse at present Hozgg and McDon- 
ald are the most prominent figures in the cam- 
paign. 

It will be noticed that McDonald chose the 
anniversary of Thomas Jefferson's birth on 
which to begin his campaign, and that Hogg 
that of the battle of Lexington. The one ap- 
pealed to reason and asked that the doctrines 
of Jefferson be applied to existing things; the 
other sounded the alarm and called upon the 
people to rise up against their oppressors as 
their forefathers did at Lexington 115 years 
ago. The speech of one was calculated to con- 
cillate and harmonize and the other to pro- 
duce discontent and antagonisms. 

IN THE CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 

While the gubernatorial campaign, with 
four aspirants in the field, is bound to be 
lively, there will also befun in some of the 
Congressional districts. Charles Stewart of 
Houston has represented the First District in 
Congress for the last eight years. He has a 
strong hold upon the people and has many 
admirers throughout the State. During his 
career in Congress he has done little toward 
making enlightened citizens regard him as a 
statesman. His record is meager of measures. 
| There is a disposition on the part 
of many of his constituents to give some other 
man achance. Capt. J. C. Hutchinson of 
Houston has opposed him twice, and though 
he is stronger at home than Stewart, Uncle 
Charlie, as they call him, beats in the other 
counties. Thereis another manin that dis- 
trict who is beginning to loom upon the po- 
litical horizon who is the peer ofany man in 
that district or the State either for that 
matter. This is the Hon. John E. McComb, 
who wasthe United States Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Texas under Cleveland. 
Mr. McComb is young, vigorous, active and 


able. He isan unsually brilliant orator and 
is a man of enthusiasm and magnetism. If he 
goes into the race, as they say he will, Mr. 
Stewart will have to get a quick move on him 
it he comes out ahead. ‘There is one thing 
about Stewart that all good Democrats Iike— 
he has never pandered to any foolishness 
simply because it was popular. 
OLD HOWDY. 

The Second District nas made itself famous 
by sending W.H. Martin, better known as 
„Old Howdy,’’ fortwoterms. Why it did so 
is one of the unsolved end unsolvable propb- 
lems’’ ofthe times. He is the most uncouth 
figurein American politics. He is a political 
accident. Reagan represented that district in 
Congress for many years, having been elected 
three terms before the war. When he left the 
House togo to the Senate there was a perfect 
swarm of candidates found seeking the place 
made vacant by his transfer. Every county 
had one or more candidates and some of them 
were gentlemen of learning, ability and great 
force of character. Henderson County was in 
the extreme northwestern corner of the dis- 
trict and was barren of ‘Statesmen and nearly 
everything else. Martin was ua retired 
lawyer, living on a farm about three 
miles from Athens, the county seat. 
For a joke about twenty-five citizens of 
Athens went out to his home and in a formal 
addrese asked him to be a candidate for Rea- 
gan’s place. Theidea dazed the old man, 
but he liked !t, and at once packed his sad- 
dlebags, mounted bis Rosinante and struck 
out. When the convention met after a three- 
days’ buttie he captured the nomination. In 
that contest he was pitted against such men 
as I. T. Gatumage of Palestine, James I. Per- 
kins of Rusk and Scott Fields of Calvert—all 
men of education aud polish. Either of them 
would have made a creditable representative. 
But Old Howdy’’ is big-hearted and honest, 
andthe peoplelike him. He may be over- 
reached, buthe is absolutely incorruptible. 
The majority of the people think the joke has 
been carried far enough and want him retired 
to give place for a more suitable man. 

THE THIRD DISTRICT. 

C. B. Kilgore will have a hard fight to keep 
his place from the Third District. No district 
in the State has so many brainy men and am- 
biti politicians. Bysome unaccountable 
mea at district has never had what would 
be considered a strong man. When it was 
first formed in 1882 there were five candidates, 
R. B. Hubbard and Horace Cluiton of Tyler, 
E. B. Perkins of Greenville, C. B. Kilgore of 
Wills Point, and James H. Jones of Hender- 
son. After a hard struggle Jones was nomin- 
ated. He wasavain, weak man, and the peo- 
ple soon grew weary of him. In 1886 he was 
opposed by E. B. Perkins, and after balloting 
959 times the two factions agreed on Kilgore. 
Kilgore has had it four years, and there are 
those who think he should quit, but he wil 
not give it up without a struggle. He ig popu- 
lar personally, and the people like the way he 
has objected toraidsonthe treasury. ub- 
bard is, however, very strong. There is no 
man in Texas nor out of it whom people will 
go tarther to hear or listen longer to than they 
will to Hubbard. As a stump speaker 
he hardly has an equal. He can 
hola people tor hours with his humor, 
pathos, fancy and logic. His lung power is 
an unknown force. It is said that he can 
make himself heard distinctly in a cyclone. 
Hubbard and Chilton were always political 
rivals, but warm personal friends. At the 
Chicago Convention in 1884 Hubbard was se- 
lected as temporary chairman and made the 
speech that was the keynote of the campaign. 

at year he stumped Indiana, Ohio and II- 
inois for Cleveland and fairly electrified the 
great audiences that gathered to near him with 
his splendid oratory. As a reward for bis 
services to his party and because of his pe. 
culiar fitness forthe place he was appointed 
Ministerto Japan. When the news reached 
Tyler Chiiton called to congratulate him and 
the old man, with tears in his eyes, said: 

Horace, Tam going into honorable exile, 
but my — eco y circumstances compel me 
to do it. 

He went and made a most excellent repre- 
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on the ticket with Richmond Coke. Coke was 
elected to the Senate and Hubbard became 
Governor. 

R. C. De Graffenreid of Longview is also a 
candidate against Kilgore. He is a bright 
young lawyer and a fine orator. Being a 
bustier he will make things lively. 

CULBERSON’S BURROUGH. 

There will be no contest in the fourth dis- 
trict, which is ‘‘held down’’ by Hon. D. B. 
Culberson. No man in the country bas a 
stronger grasp upon his district than Old 
Dave,“ as his constituents call him. For 
years he has been runffing for Congress with- 
out opposition and he likes it. The Greenback 
party usedito run Henry O'Neal of Cass County 
and E. L. Dohoney of Lamar against him, but 
that party went down and Dohoney ote 
a book 80 that there has been 
nothing of late years to moiest 
Culberson or make him afraid except prohibi- 
tion. When that question came up in 1887 it 
looked as it would sweep the country like a 
cyclone and he declared in favor of it. Whon 
the ight got hot his speeches were a study 
and the antis and pros were both delighted 
with the ingenious manner in which he dealt 
with the vexed question. He made no ene- 
mies and lost no friends. His district went 
against prohibition. The next year, while 
canvassing it for re-election, he opened at 
Sulphur Springs. A big crowd was out and 
the anti-majority there was large. Culberson 
wanted to placate the boys ang in the course 
of his speech he sad: Last yeor the 
Democeatic party granted wyseif and 
others a furlough to K out 
and fight a great battle for 11 
great principle. We went out and met the 
enemy and we were his’n by a large majority. 
We have come back to our father’s house. 
Whar are you, my fellow citizens?’’ This 
pleased the boys and Old Dave was solid 
again. In afew days he was over in Fannin. 
The pros carried that county by a big ma jor- 
ity. Hesaid: ‘‘Fellow citizens, I went out 
last year on a furlough from the Democratic 
party to fight a great battle for a great princi- 
ple, but we were defeated and J ain’t sorry 
for it, either. I ain't got nothing to take 
back. The pros were delighted and the 
antis chuckled as they peercd between the 
lines. He will be elected again this year with- 
out opposition. 

IN THE FIFTH. 

The Fifth District is represented by Silas 
Hare of Sherman, who wants to be returned. 
He was elected in 1886 in ascrubrace. In the 
Democratic Convention there was a dead 
lock between Hare and Pickett and both were 
turned loose. Pickett was a farmer and was 
indorsed by the agricultural organizations, 
The Independents and Knichts of Labor ran 
Clay Mack, but Hare beat them easily. 
This year he is confronted by J. W. Bailey of 
Gainesville, who is a statesman, an orator, 
and withala Democrat. Bailey is anephew 
of L. G. C. Lamar of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. He is popular and it is 
hoped that he will win. 

THE OTHER DISTRICTS. 

There is no apparent opposition to Abbott in 
the Sixth District, though there are some as- 
piring statesmen in its bounderies. 

W. H. Crain, in popular parlance, has the 
Seventh District ‘‘grabbed.’’ It would be 
222 hari kart for any man to tackle him, 

eis the youngest man in the Texas delega- 
tion and one of the brainiest. 

In the Eighth District L. M. Moore is serving 
his second term. He may be returned with- 
out opposition, but if W. H. Burgess of Seguin 
opposes bim hę may not go back at all. 

The Ninth District bas attracted more atten- 
tion from the outside world for several years 
than any other in the State. It is represented 
in Congress by Roger Q. Mills, who has been 
aptiy dubbed as the lion of Texas Democ- 
racy,’’ because of his unflinching courage and 
unfaltering devotion to the tenets of Setter - 
son. Milis has more friends and more ene- 
miesthan any public man in Texas. The 
people love bim for his magnificent courage 
and the splendid qualities of his bead and 
heart. In 1886 and 1888 he had a hard fight to 
make, because of his uncompromising atti- 
tude on the prohibition question, but he won 
by handsome majorities tn both elections. 

Joseph D. Sayers will be re-elected from the 
Tenth District without opposition. 

The big Eleventh is represented by S. W. T. 
Lanbam, a good average man, who will likely 
go back unless the friends of J. N. Browning 
make trouble. Browning is an able and pop- 
ular man, and has had years of experience in 
the Legislature.

She was young 

then, and bright and beautiful ia 

a vulgar, wicked, showy way and she defied 

the-public and the police and decent women 

passed her by with heads turned the other 

way and with ears and eyes temporarily 

deaf and blind, but the men of every class 

flocked around her and found something in 

her gaudy surroundings and painted lips and 

heady wines 80 attractive that they came 

again and brought strangers to the city to see 

her aud they in turn told ot her gaiety and 

avil lite to their friends at home and so her 

U tame spread over the whole country and 

she grew richand arrogant. She also grew 

older and had to paint more heavily and 

wheedle and coaxthe police who threatened 
to make her move on. 

It was in 1882 thet she was at the summit of 
her fame and business men came to her from 
the West, from the South. College boys paid 
her tribute, men about town looked in and 
smiled upon her, poor clerks and office boys, 
even, suffered from her evil influence, and 
forged checks and tapped tills paid their way 
into her good graces. Evil men deserted 
faithful wives, weak men forgot good women 
who were to be their wives, and in every 
class and in every condition of life her fascin- 
ating, pitiless influence permeated and made 
men worse and women evil. Then the 
fathers whose sons she had ruined andthe 


mothers who support those societies who 
care for girls without mothers, met together 
to crush her and

Mies Alcott writes, January, 1874: When 1 
had the youth I had no money; now I have the 
money I have no time, and when I get the 
time, ifleverdo,I shall have no health to 
enjov life. IL suppose it’s the discipline I 
need; but it’s rather hard to love the things 1 
do, and see them go by because duty chains 
me to my galley.’’ 

Going back ofthis we read of her writing 
fourteen hours a day, 20 full of my work I 
can’t stop to eat or sleep or for anything but 
adailyrun. Paid up all the debts—thank the 
Lord—and now I feel as if I could diein 
peace.’’ April—‘‘Very poorly. Feel quite 
used up. Don’t care much for 
myself, as rest is heavenly, 
even with pain. But the family seem so help- 
less and panic stricken when I break down 
that I try to keep the mill going.“ Still turn- 
ing the leaves backward weread: ‘‘Home to 
shutupthe house, as father goes West.

If Louisa Alcott made her $200,000 by her 
pen, she earned it, andshe worea martyr’s 
crown to get it, too. Plenty of women have 
meuralgia and premature old age without the 
money to soften suffering; and they, too, 
write as she dia, that life isa mystery. There 
is no mystery about it. The lesson of all this 
suffering begins to dawn upon tbe race, that 
Dy no other discipline, no less penalty, will 
obstinate, obtuse human nature ever learn to 
obey the laws of its own well- 
being. One would think that three 
days’ acute neuralgia would teach any 
mortal the advantage of taking care of one’s 
But ten, twenty years seems none too 
much to teach this simple lesson, bright as 
sunshine in the universe, the secret of ail loss 
and decay, that God’s willis we should take 
care of ourselves and our health first of all. 
We presume to negiect this first obvious duty 
and soon there is no grace nor usefulness left 
in us. 

Let no one presume to censure the Alcotts 
for improvidence or failure more than others, 
for nine-tenths of the Luman family squander 
their lives and allthat is best in them the 
game way. The trouble began in Louisa 
Alcott’s childhood, when ‘‘the children 
wearied of their extremely simple diet of plain 
boiled rice without sugar and grabam 
meal without butter or molasses. Mr. Alcott 
was a visionary and vegetarian of the strictest 
sort, One would think that his family need 
not have run deeply into debt on such fare; 
but, somehow, —— fare always pays itself 
back in kbeuer foresight and force. Carlyle 
ruined his heaith for lite by living on oatmeal 
at college, and many mothers n up 
their children on stinted, overplain fare are 
fitting them for breakdown just when they 
wanttheir strength. Tea-and-toast invalids 
and women turned 40, who need little food 
and fgncy no one else needs wore than them- 
selves; who insist on hearty younger people 

CUTTING OFF SUPPERS 
and doing without sugar or fresh meat or des- 
serts, all play the aame foolish part, and the 
whole family usually has to pay for it. Mar- 
riages without provision of either money o 
practical sense are the firat step which isha

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not hesitate to call demoralizing, they entail 


such loads of care and suffering on the inno- 
cent for generations. III- feeding follows 
overwork on the part of the vigorous elder 
child or two, the ts being sickly or having a 
happy knack of shifting burdens to more will- 
ing shoulders. This can hardly be helped by 
the child who, like Louisa Alcott, resolves 
„to pay allthe family debts, fix the house, 
gend sister to Italy and keep the old folks 
cosy.’’ Brave heart! But the time comes 
when we have our lives in our own hands to 
guide, and it belongs to no one’s duty to work 
as Mise Alcott worked at cold, weary house- 
cleanings and closings because others would 
not dy their duty about such matters. 

In the first. place no one is compelled to live 
in unhealthy conditions. Concord, with its 
dampness, did for this gifted woman what 
Scotch mists and London fogs did for Jane 
Carlyle, sowed the rack in every nerve and 
turned life into horrorfor years. Thousands 
of women suffer from the same cause, lose 
bloom and beauty and all that makes life 
worth living, and go on suffering, when a 
change of climate, perhaps to the other side 
of the town or county, would set all right. 
I bave known the opening of a window in a 
collar and a wide casement above turn a most 
unhealtbhy House intoa safe, delightful one. 
But the bane of women’s health and looks in 
Northern towns is the wretched practice of 
living all winter in houses where ali the air 
for the furnaces or heaters is drawn from close 
cellars, being the air that has filtered through 
soilreeking with the refuse of sewers and 
sour with standing moisture, a double distil- 
late of putresceence and disease. During the 
last winter nowhere have the cases of epi- 
demic been so disastrous as in close houses 

WITHOUT FIREPLACES, 

where all the cellar air was drawn into each 
room from the heater, Instead of through an 
air-shaft ne out of doors. The next 
worse conditions are those of tightly calked 
country rooms heated by common stovesor 
fireplaces, draughty and uncertain as those 
in the Concord house, where Louisa Alcott 
took the neuralgia which ruined her life. 
Eqnal in discomfort isthe life many ambitious 
women feel — AY to lead, of which the

work and rest in a warm, fresh room 
when weary, though creation went to 
rack or threatened it meanwhile, she 
might bave been living now, to delight the 
world. One must stand the reproach of being 
fussy and Hurd to suit, bearing it for con- 
science sake, and making it up to society in 
kindness and sweetness when the martyr 
svirits are waspish withindigestion. Nothing 
is more beneficial to the world than enlight- 
ened selfishness. 

How do you expect to keep your good looks 
and be a pleasure to friends by neglect and 
overdoing? A fit of strong mental worry when 
the blood is out of order will throw its irrita- 
tion to the surface in an eczema which may 
take years to cure.

It Was Built by Prince Albert and Is Her 
Majesty's Private Property—Its Advan- 
tages and Beauties—The Annual Ball— 
Romantic Associations Cennected With 
the Place.

This favorite residence of Her Majesty 
stands on the right bank of the River Dee, 
about fifty miles from Aberdeen. Three dif- 
ferent monuments to the Prince Consor 
stand on as many elevations above the castle 
andat once attract attention. The highest, 
which is a conspicuous object from many 
points of view, is a gabie-iike cairn, where the

ness in the selection of this spot as a residence 
by the aah eg Queen of England, a descend- 
ant o Stuarts as well as all other 
branches ofthe royal family of England.

or contended for it, and the peace which now 
reigns around Balmoral is suggestive of the 
harmony of the political world. It is prob- 
able that Balmoral and the fields and for- 
ests around it formed the hunting grounds of 
the ancient Scottish kings. 

But perhaps what makes Balmoral most in- 
teresting is the fact that here and only bere, 
has the Queer been able to sink the Queen in 
the woman. Atthe rural church she makes 
herself one of the people. In the humble 
homes of the peasants she is knownas the 
good Queen. The tidy cottages of the tenantry 

re adorned with photographs of herself, the 
Prince Consort and the royal children, besides 
many more Valuable but less precious gifts. 
The Queen takes the deepest interest in the 
lowly poor. She is, or was before the infirm- 
ities of seventy years forbade, seen at wed- 
dings and atchristenings, where ber con- 
descension was transformed into sympathy, 
while at funerals she bas been often seen com- 
forting the mourners. 

Of course the castle and grounds of Balmoral 
are doubly dear tothe Queen because of the 
associations of the Prince Consort. They are a 
creation of hia taste, aud the castle was in- 
tended by both Queen and Prince as their 
home. Prince Albert took the greatest interest 
in ite construction. When near completion it 
was found that the contractor wae suffering a 
heavy loss. This was immediately made good 
by the Prince, who would not allow what he 
had designed as the source of happiness 
for himself to be the cause of 
22 to others. It is sad that after the 
completion of the castle a fire broke out 
which foratime threatened serious danger. 
The Prince and Queen each lent a hadd insub. 
duing the flames, and worked side by side 
with the servants and tenants. 

The castie presents an imposing appear- 
ance, not being dwarted by the surroundin 


|} scenery. The part occupied by the Queen an

tenantry and others assemble on the Prince’s 
birthday to drink to his memory. The second 
is a figure of the Prinee attended by his grey- 
hound, Eos, and the third is an obelisk 
erected by the tenantry and servants to the 
memory of their master, The castle itself is 
in the Scottish baronial style, modified, of 
course,according to Prince Albert’s own tastes 
and adapted to allthe requirements of mod- 
ern life. Overthe principal entrance, which 
is on the south, are the royal coat of arms and 
two bas reliefs, representing groups of men 
in Highland costume, which indicate the char- 
acter ofthe buildings. One of these shows a 
hunting lodge dedicated to St. Hubert, the 
patron of the chase, and supported op either 
side by St. George of England and St. Andrew 
of Scotland. The others represent groups of 
men engaged in Highland games. Inside the 
house is full of relics of the chase and of ex- 
peditions made in the neighborhood. The 
furniture is Scotch with hangings and car- 
pets representative of various royal tartan 
sets. The rooms are of course not so large as 
in the royal palace proper, but they are com- 
modious enough for the restricted circle 
which has always gathered there with the 


Queen.

isalongand picturesque room, the wails of 
which are covered with Highland devices. 
The yearly ball here given is looked forward 
to with great eagerness, and is much enjoyed 


of massive simplicity and quiet comfort. In 
‘the entrance hall area beautiful bronze statue 
of Maicoim Caenmore and a richly carved 
mantel-plece. In the corridor there is a mar- 
bie statue of the Prince Consort in Highland 
dress. Thedining and drawing-rooms, the 
billlard room and library are all large and 
commodious, and occupy the ground floor. 
The ball-room is in the center of the build- 
ing. Above the public rooms are the 
royal apartments. Those occupied by 
the Prince Consort are in the 
same condition as when he left 
them for the last time. They face southwest 
and command a magnificent view of the deer 
forest where the Prince hunted and brought 
down many a fine stag. Inthe Queen's rooms 
the most conspicuous object isa lifesize por- 
trait of the Prince and one ofthe Duchess of 
Kent, the Queen's mother. These are seldom 
long out of her sight. Marbie bustsof the 
Prince and Princess Alice are also seen. The 
Prince of Wales occupies asuiton the north 
side. Throughout the whole house there is 
THE SEVEREST SIMPLICITY. 
Everything else is sacrificed to the home 
an Balmoral, in this respect, 
marked contrast to Windsor, 
is full of magnificence. Few 
pictures adorn the walls, those in color being 
seep only in the Princess Beatrice’s boudoir, 
but steel engravings of Landseer’s paintings 
and marble and bronze groups are scattered 
about. The purple plume and classic foliage 
of the Scoton thistie are largely made use of 
asaneffective ornament in the rooms, and 
Scotch symbols testify to the devotion of the 
people to the national idea. 

The weeks spent at Balmoral are perhaps 
the happiest forthe Queen. There is none of 
the pomp and ceremony which appears to be 
at Windsor. Her suite is composed of a lady 
in waiting, two maids of honor, a Cabinet

The position of the castie was se- 
lected because of the salubrity of the climate 
and purity and clearness of the atmosphers, 
The air is dry and bracing, the soil sandy and 
gravelly, while the River Dee sweeps around 
the castie ground in a graceful circle. The 
castle stands in the natural focus of the land- 
scape. The Prince Consort’s taste and sxi!l 
were displayed in laying out the grounds,

houses which dot the meadows here and 
there. Over the whole is poured

over nature, the dwellings and the people. 
There are no wretched huts, no dirty, un- 
kempt children, no miserably-clothed beg- 
gars. The peasant women in their dark 
brown, bomespun costumes sit at their flower- 
framed windows and aoe vs complaisantly 
Without that tinge of speculative devotion 
but like people who do not begrudge to their 
fellow-creatures asightof the incomparabie 
beauty of their native heath. 

Imention the women first because few men 
are seen around field and house. They are 
away during the summer, wandering through 
Germany, Switzeriand and way into France, 
working as bricklayers, selling scythes 
and cutting cabbage, which latter oceupa- 
tion they take up inthe fall. In the winter 
they return to their mountain homes, where 
the women have kept house during their ab- 
sence, and that means a great deal, forthe 
cattle must be tended and all the work done 
incident to an Alpine household. And we are 
filled with respect for these dark-eyed wat- 
ronsand girls, who are not large but of 
slender proportions, carrying along the heavy 
burden of the summer’s work, and withal 
Maintaining a certain grace in their daily 
mode of life. We admire the aimost prob- 
lematical cleanliness of their gowns and their 
dwellings around whose windows and gar- 
dens flowers cluster in luxuriant abundance; 
we love to peep into their rooms with their 
snow-white curtains and the often delicately. 
carved and painted furniture. The whole 
exhales the breath of an orderly, refined 
spirit, which does not forget the adornment 
of home and hearts over the prosaism of its 
daily labor. 

In direct contrast with this outspoken love 
forthe beautiful, are the so-called ‘‘Maes- 
le, the principal item of their National 
costume, This is

pendicularly into space, and where the Clois- 
ter-vailey and that of Montafon merge into 
one, the view opens broadly upon the Wall- 
gau’’ and the distant ‘‘Appenzell’’ hills. 
Round about sombre forest, edged in the back- 
ground by the snowy regions of the highlands, | 
look down upon the little, old town of 
Bludent with its arcade walks and imposingly 
situated church, which Otto I. has already 
culled ‘‘A strange, old structure,’’ the Scesa- 
plana, whose broad, white back gleams above 
the pine woods, attracts our gaze from the 
first Coming from the mountains which 
curb and hem it in on all sides, the wide, 
stony bed of a turbulent mountain brook 
called Scesa, spreads out fan-like between the 
meadows towards the Ill, which leaps in 
sprightly waves through the valley. Beyond 
the village of Buers, close by, yawns like a 
veritable wolf ravine of lore and legend, the 
dark lined entrance to the Brandner Valley 
in whose depth roars the Alvier brook. 
No far away on a hill lies the erstwhile 
burg of Rosenegg; the solitary turret ruin 
harmonizes prettily with the picturesque 
romance of ite surroundings. Toward the 
southeast the wild, rimous mountains of the 
Montafon project skyward, while to the lett 
the chaste and noble outlines of the entrance 
to the Cloister Valley join the panorama, 
Everywhere breatues the fresh, grand moun- 
tain nature, and in its midst the old-fash- 
ioned eaves, the narrow streets and stone- 
weighted shingle roofs of Bludenz look infi- 
nitely cosy and friendly. 

As we traverse the little town and pass by 
the old Dominican Convent of St. Peter a 
yellowish-blace tablet by the roadside informs 
us that now begins 
THE DISTRICT OF MONTAFON. 

The Arlberg road branches off to the left, 
while we follow the straight and narrow path, 
which leads directly into the rocks, and the 
landscape grows wiidiy romantic. Here and 
there we meet with magnificent walnut trees, 
which, near the small hamlet of Brunenfeld, 
form a grove, under whose shady trees the 
large cattle marts take place in the fail. The 
lil is a genuine mountain brook, whose foam- 
ing giacier-milk betrays its birth (it comes

About 
Stockton the wind mill grows to a 
great height, andeven in the most barren 
soil, Some have a bright red blossom, whilst 
others are variegated, and still others are 
red, White and blue.

Ido 
not know what they are used for unless it be 
for purposes of irrigation. Now, however, 
after the intense rains of the winter, it seems 
almost a mockery tor this great army of un- 
employed wind-mills to stand around with 
the water up to its knees and its idle hands in 
its pockets.

A Great Territory That Engiand Bas Her 
Greedy Hands On— Portugal's Lost Op- 
portunity in the Dark Continent 
The Products of the Country—The In- 
fluential Position of the Half Breed 
Women.

To this great man and o a few other promi 
nent seafarers Portugal owes, by reason of 
the discover’s right, her claimsto the pos- 
sessions in Western Afriea from the Congo to 
the Kunene River, and in Eastern Africa the 
so-called coast of Mozambique. The main- 
tenance of the Portuguese colonies, which 
comprize an area of surface twenty times 
greater than the mother country, was a 
heavy financial sacrifice which the kingdom 
made tothe god of historical tradition, and 
our modern colonial powers can 
learn from it by example just how 
not to colonize. But there is still time left 
even for Portugal to retrieve the neglect of its 
African possessions, particularly Dy the intro- 
duction of a rigid and orderly adminis- 
tration and the appointment of honest and 
efficient Government officers. Formerly these 
dominions were looked upon as the inex- 
haustible source of supply forthe export of 
slaves to Brazil. After this they became the 
territory for the deportation of the lowest 
class of criminals, all of which only helped to 
render more degraded and unmanageable the 
native population, 

With the exception of several seaport sta- 
tions in Upper Guinea, Portugai’s colonies in 
Western Africa extend from the southern 
shore of the Congo to the mouth of the 
Kunene River, about the l7th deg. of south 
latitude, and comprise therefore the provinces 
of Angola, Benguela and Mossamedes. The 
border line toward the interior has been left

undefined, as it always depended upon the 
the Government for the time being, how far it 
chose to assert its power and make its influ- 
ence felt. No pains were taken in this respect 
and no importance was attached to it, for 
during long centuries nobody cared anything 
about tropical Africa; but the colonial move- 
ment of to-day has at last inspired Portugal 
with the desire to save as much as possibie of 
its early possessions. 

The capital of the West African dominions 
is St. Paul de Loanda, which at the time of the 
slave traffic was a large, flourishing — vem 
numerous beautiful churches and well-con- 
structed houses of stone. Foralong time it 
was the only African town built after Euro- 
pean fashion. Up to the present day this is 
evinced by the 

RUINS OF THE CATHEDRALS 

and houses which existed in those days. The 
harbor, which once upon a time was a fine 
one, has been so much neglected that it is 
running to sand, as well as the city and its 
surrounding country, which isa desert waste, 
barren of all vegetation. St. Paul de Loanda 
was the chief market for the slave export; 
after that, as before stated, it became a place 
of exile for the most depraved criminals. 
The garrisons, which were stationed here, 
considered it in the light ofa punishment, 
and everybody who returned from the colon- 
les to Portugal was regarded with suspicion. 
Later on several European business houses 
established themselves along the coast; com- 
merce grew brisk and lively, and those who 
had been deported here were given 
land for the cultivation of planta- 
tions of coffee, sugar, tobacco, 
ete. Within the present day a railroad is be- 
ing constructed from St. Paul de Loanda to 
the interior and thirty-eight miles of it, up to 
Amboka, are already finished. 

The Portuguese Colonies of Eastern Africa 
extend from Cape Delgado (II deg. south lati- 
tude)to the Bay of Delgado (7 deg. south lati- 
tude), and comprise the coast of Mozambique 
inthe north and the tracts of land south of 


the Sambesi River beyond the mouth of the 


Limpopo with the interesting Gasa region. 
The chief seaports, a number of which are 
visited by the English Castle Line, extend 
from north to south, they are the island of 
Ibo, the Bay of Pompa, the Island of Mozam- 
bique, Guilimane, Imhamissena, Inhamboio, 
Sofala, Inhambane, Inhampuora and Lorenzo 
Marquez on the Bay of Delagoa. For centur- 
los this long coast strip belonged to Portugal, 
but the influence of the mother country 


operates withthe assistance of a ‘*Conselho 
do Governo’’ compesed of State officers. 

Few pure Portuguese are found in the prov- 
inces, while there many mongrel tribes among 
whom the women playa conspicuous part, 
tounded upon peculiar laws of heritage. We 
hear everywhere of large plantations which 


| the attacks of the natives. The island is 


covered with coral debris and sand, and is 
barren, without trees or drinking water. 
The latter is gathered in public cisterns 
by catching the rain in basins, with which the 
flat roofs of the houses are provided. The 
city is separated from the fortress by a small 
square, which has been laid out as a publiic 
park by the planting of palms and accacia 
trees. The fortress, equipped with numerous 
guns, shelters the Portuguese troops and is 
the seat of the chief authorities and officers. 
It has a very imposing aspect and affords suf- 
ficient protection against the attacks of the 
Arabs and natives, but one of our modern 
war ships would soon wipe it out of existence. 
Like all the Portuguese cities in the African 
colonies, Mozambique is a well constructed 
town. The houses are largeand tasty, built 
of solid stone walls, which give protection 
against the great heat; moreover, 
the streets are narrow, but very 
clean. It contains several churches and 
chapels, several handsome public buildings 
and has a good harbor well shielded against 
the winds. The city has also a postal and tel- 
egraph station. The largest commercial 
houses are the agents for the various French 
and English steamship lines which touch 
Mozambique. The sea at Mozambique con- 
taing an abundance of fish and magnificent, 
large sea-shells and charming coral-branches, 
which the natives who crowd around the ves- 
sels in their small, plaited boats, offer to the 
passengers for sale. 

While the East African Coast, from aps 
Delgado to Mozambique, describes in general a

Quiliman, or Sao Martinho as it is officially 
called, creates a very different impression 
from Mozambique, the City of Rocgs. A large, 
Hat prairie, with swamps here and there, rises 
scarcelv afew feet above the surface of the 
river Quaqua, and is entirely closed in by 
beautiful, extensive paim groves, between 
which repose the pretty villa-like houses of 
the town, mearly everyone surrounded by a 
luxuriant garden; even in the streets it un- 


folds a superbly blooming tropical vegeta-

belong to a ‘‘Donna Anna’’ ora Donna Iéa- 
bel, etc. In order to improve the popula- 
tion of Mozambique, numerous Portuguese 
women were senttbere during the past con- 
tury, and they were endowed with lands un- 
der the condition that they marry Portuguese 
residents of Mozambique. These lands were 
inherited py the daughters who issned from 
this union, not by the sons. Asinall other 
tropical climes, the marriages ot the Euro- 
peans soon remained chiidiess, and as there 
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is still less felt in the interior than 
it is in Western Afria, with the excep- 
tlon ofthe Sambesi River, where for some 
time back commercial and military poste have 
been established. The boundaries of the Por- 
tugal possessions toward the interior are as 
undefined here as in Western Africa, and this 
fact, Of course, leads to unavoidable compll- 
cations with the neighboring colonial pow- 
ers, as is evidenced by the conflict between 
P rtugal and England over the territories on 
the Nyassa Lake.

THE BOOKS OF THE WORLD 


WHERE THE GREAT LIBRARIES ARE FOUND 
AND WHAT THEY ARE. 


Paris Has the Greatest One in Existence, 
Containing Several Million Volumes—The 
Vatican Library—Other Great Libraries 
of Europe—The Congressional Library 
and Other Great American Libraries. 


[Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. | 
HE clever Sterne asks, 
in ‘Tristram Shandy,’’ 
„Shall we always make 
new books as apotheca- 
ries make new mix- 
tures, by pouring from 
one vessel into an- 
other? It any consci- 
entious literary man of 
the present day— 
whether poet, novelist, 
essayist or historian, I 
make no exception—believing that the writers 
who come after him will follow the same 
method of book- making as his own, should 
give truthfully his answer to Sterne’s conun- 
drum, it would unquestionably be in the 
affirmative. There is absolutely nothing new 
in literature of any kind. We have no 
new novels or plays, for every possible plot 
and situation to which any possible circum- 
stance or condition of bumanity can give rise 
has been written and acted a thousand times. 
We have ne new music, for every possible 
combination of the five whole tones and two 
semi-tones was discovered by the great tone- 
masters ages ago, and if we search diligently 
we shall find that our most original ideas are 
but repetitions of something gone before. 
When I propose an article to a magazine or 
newspaper editor and he tells me That is an 
old subject,’’ Ismile inwardly and wonder to 
myself where within the limits of the globe a 
new one can be found. The man who shall 
invent an absolutely new subject—one that 
has never been ‘‘written up’’ since the crea- 
tion—will be an inventor before whom even 
Edison must pale his ineffectual! fire. 

Every thought that the human mind can 
form or the human hand trace has been 
thought and written over and over again. 
The man who wants to write need not think. 
As the miner digs the precious metal from the 
earth, so the would-be writer may dig his 
thoughts from the library. Nor is it even es- 
sential thas he should have a library of his 
own. There are more than four thousand 
public libraries in the United States, contain- 
ing an aggregate of nearly 13,000,000 volumes, 
while every large cityin Great Britain and 
Europe is abundantly supplied with these 
great public repositories of human thought. 

The formation of the public library did not 
await the invention of printing. Though 500 
years have notyet passed since the intelligent 
compositor set his first types, yet 1,240 years 
have elapsed since the great Alexandrian 


Library, whose treasured works consisted 
only of manuscripts, is said to have been 
DESTROYED BY THE ARMY 

of Caliph Omar. But great as was that library 
in ite day it would be dwarfed into utter in- 
significance by more than a hundred of the 
great book repositories of the present, which 
may be said to have risen, Ph@nix-like, from 
its ashes. 

It wason a pleasant spring morning that, 
strolling along the Rue Richelieu, in Paris, 
my attention was attracted by a great struct- 
ure on the corner of that thoroughfare and 
the Rue des Petits-Champs. There was no 
inscription to iadicate the purpose to which 
it was devoted, and its Whole appearance 
was so modest that but for its size 
I should have passed it unnoticed. 
Entering the portal, my situation soon re- 
minded me of that of the famous Light Brig- 
ade at Balaklava, a h books and not can- 
non were tothe richt, the left, the front snd 
even the rear of me. I was walled in by the 
2,500,000 volumes, the 90,000 manuscripts, the 
portfolios, containing 2,200,000 plates, and the 
countless pamphiets and maps which com- 

rise the largest library in the world—the 
Bibliothek Nationale. 

But the strange feeling of veneration and 
awe which stole over me as I stood there 
among hundreds of readers, so well-bred 
or so deeply interested in the dead 
tomes lying open before them that thgy never 
raised their eyes to glance at the foreign 
intruder, was as nothing to that which I ex- 
perienced a few months later when I entered 
the Biblioteca Vaticuna at Rome. There could 
scarcely be a greater contrast between two 
institutions devoted to the same purpose than 
is formed by the great National Library of 
Paris and this one of the Roman Vatican. The 
former is a leviathan, with its miilions of 
volumes, while the latter Is a minnow, with 
only 175,000. The former ie singularly umpre- 
tentious and unimposing in external appear- 
anee and in its interior adornments, despite 
its great size; while the latter occupies the 
most elegant library building in the world. 

THE LIBRARY OF THE VATICAN 

is one of the oldest if not the oldest in exist- 
ence. There is proofthat there has been a 
pontifical library at Rome from the middle of 
the fifth century. The superb buliding is ia 
the form of across, of which the upright is a 
rand salon or double hall, magnificently 
rescoed with scenes representing ancient 
libraries and Councils of the Church. 
transome or arms of the cross are formed by a 
vast, moguiseens gaitery: which extends 
right and left, i, feet across the grand 
salon, the latter opening into it. The decora- 
tions of this gallery are among the richest in 


urope. 
I would fain linger among the other great li- 
braries on the Continent, but my limited space 
compels me to merely giance at them and 
pass on to others of greater interest to Eu- 
glish-speaking people, Decause thelr great 
Collections are principally in that !

aded gold, or the links of an old Bible 
ehained to an oaken stand. Here stood a fat 
dictionary, there a prophetic grammar, the 
interpreter of schools to other schools. Time 
aud dust had swept the books so stolidly 
marshalled in this place, and left them 
brown and sere. As stood there 
Ithought how the passing generations had 
brushed them as they entered one by one, 
bringing their spoils, placing them upon the 
shelves and vanishing away; and what a silent 
Babel and mealey of languages and fancies 
and follies and time and space were repre- 
sented by those seemingly countiess volumes, 
So from century to century the tradition is 
handed down, and from silent print and signs 
it thrills again into life and sound. 

It is difficult to give any accurate statement 
of the number of volumes in the Bodlelan 
library because by a graut obtained from the 
Stationers Co. in 1610 it receives a free copy of 
every work printed in England. In this 
respect it resembies our Congressional or 
National Library at Washington, which is 
constantly being increased by the deposit of 
two copies ofevery work copyrighted in this 
country. The latest Bodleleu catalogue com- 
prises 500,000 volumes and 30,000 manuscripts, 
representing a total of more than 

1,000,000 SEPARATE WORKS. 

The collection of Oriental manuscripts is 
probably the best extant, and the library is 
also especially rich in specimens of early En- 
giish printing. 

It is worthy of note that Sir Thomas Bodley, 
the founder of this great collection of books, 
was a disappointed politician. After his re- 
tirement from the Court of Queen Elizabeth 
he dev ted bimself to the formation of the 
great library which bears his name. If all 
American politicians who have failed to re- 
alize their ambition would turn to some 
equally worthy public object what a blessing 
it would be to themselves, their country and 
mankind at large. 

The books of the Bodleian are distributed in 
two buildings. Part of the main structure is 
very old, having been erected at the time 
when Johann Gutenburg was just conceiving 
the first crude idea of types and a printing 
press. From the day when the doors of the 
Bodleian were first thrown open in 1602 there 
bas been an ironclad rule, never once vio- 
lated down to the present time, that no arti- 
ficial light shall ever be used in this old build- 
ing. For that reason it is closed during one- 
halt of the year at 3 o’ clock the utter 
noon and during the other baif at 4. The 
other structure is modern in character 
and is set apart for a reading - room and a de- 
pository for new books. It is called the 
Camera ediodieiana, is lighted by artificial 
light and is kept open from 10 a.m. till 10 p. m. 
But great as is the Hodleian it is not to be 
mentioned in comparison with the library of 
the British Museum, which has 1,500,000 vol - 
umes. 

But much greater as are the pretensions in 
size and antiquity of the foreign libraries, it is 
in our Congressional or National Library 
at Washington that the true Amer- 
ican must foel the strongest 
Interest. Senator Samuel Livermore 
of New Hampshire may justiy be styled its 
founder, for it was in 1801 that he moved an 
appropriation of $5,000 for a Congressional 
library, which in 1802 numbered less than 1,000 
volumes, stored in a room of the Capitol, 
When the British troops burned Washington 
In 18l4they Inciuded the library in the con- 
flagration, as they also did portraits of Louis 
XVI. and Marie Antoinette, presented to our 
government by that King. After the British 
bad departed it was cgi — to replace the 
library, and Congress purchased 

6,000 VOLUMES 

from ex-President Jefferson for $25,950, but 
dome of the Congressmen afterward com. 
piained that Jeffersen’s collection coptaine 
too many works on theology, a subject thes 
the average U does not regard ag a 
vital issues. ‘hile the new Capitol was 
being bulit Congress met and had ite library in 
the Post-oflice, afterward removing to a 
structure erected for those purposes by a 
joint stock company. After being again 
removed to the new Capital the library 

rapidly, but on December 
24, 1851, fire destroyed 35, 000 
of ite 55,000 volumes. Since then the library 
has imereased very rapidly, thanks to the 
copyright law above mentioned, which was 
enacted in 1846. .It also received a valuable 
addition of 40,000 volumes by the transfer to 
it of the Smithsenian Institute library in 1966, 
and in that same year Congress purchased for 
$100,000 a very valuable collection of rare books 
and manuseripts from Mr. Peter Fores of New 
York, a gentieman who had devoted « 
part of his life to gathering it together. 
library now contains over 600, volumes, so 
that it ranks fifth or sixth in size, though it ip 
far from doing so in value, among the 
libraries of the worid.

House is the goal of 
every politician’s am- 
bitions, and his wife 
has dreams of an ex- 
istence behind its pil- 
lared portico for 
which Arcadian is too 
small and poor a word. 
Every one ot them has 
views upon how they 
would order and en- 
joy life in the man- 
sion, but it is a ques- 
tion whether the reality could equal. any of 
these anticipations; whether the White House 
is a bed of roses for its occupants. ‘ 

Mrs. Grant owns that the eight happiest 
years of her life were those passed within the 
White House. Not all her predecessors and 


successors own to 30 much; for while 
there is the gratification of all 
pride and ambition for their 


lleges, there are many things that offset and 
make the cost of such astation. While every 
one approaches the White House family with 
deference, smiles, and apparent friendliness, 
and say only kind and flattering things, all the 
undercurrent of unfriendly comment and 
criticism comes to them, too, in different 
ways. 

‘‘Anybody can do all the President's wife 
has todo and succeed, said a Cabinet offi- 
cer’s wife. ‘‘Every one goes tothe White 
House primed full of remarks, too, and there 
is always alot of people there that the Pres!- 
dent’s wife only needs to say, ‘So happy to 
bave met you,’ and ‘Good morning’ or ‘Good 
evening’ to them. Now,if she had to sit 
down and make conversation with these peo- 
pie, and return their calls and talk, then, too, 
she would have a chauce to make biunders 
and co real work. 

The mistress ofthe White House says: ‘‘I 
wish people would not be afraid of me. There 
is nothing in my appearance to frighten or 
tongue-tie peopie, or never used to be; but 
half of the people who come are so embar- 
rassed and excited thatthey do not seem to 
know what they are about, and one has not 
time enough in the crush to quiet them or put 
them at their ease. 

The daughter of a foreign Minister once 
said: ‘‘WheneverlI gotothe White House I 
have suchafright. My heart jumps out of my 
body when I get near the Blue Room, my 
voice fails, and Jam almost unconscious of 


what Jam doing until the greetings ure past. 
Each time I see the President I ain as

asthe very first time 1 was presented to Her 
Majesty. She told this to a Senator’s 
daughter, who looked at her curiously and 
could not understand the English girl’s inborn 
reverence and awe of a ruler; but scores of 
people experience the sameterrors. There 
are stories of office-sevkers being admitted to 
the President’s oral library and while they 
waited such an awful stage fright came upon 
them that they could only stutter and mum- 
ble afew words of their long arguments and 
take precipitate leave of the kindly and quiet 
man Who was ready to listen to them. 

The want of privacy is what President Har- 
rison’s family and past occupants have com- 
piained most of. The White House itself is as 
freely open and public as any public bullding 
in the city, according to the unwritten and in- 
violable law ofcustom. The publicity of the 
President’s life increases with the growth of 
the American press. With each campaign and 
adininistration more space in the papers is 
given uptothe most intimate personal iife 
and the daily doings of euch Victims. Their 
portraite are met everywhere, and every time 
the President turns round or bis wife changes 
ber dress it is recorded across the whole coun- 
try. A fileofold newspapers will show how 
recently and rapidly this persona) chronicling 
bas grown up, and past Presidents had a fam- 
ily and personal life of comparative privacy 

„The papers tell you all more of ourselves 
than we know,’’ wrote Mrs. Larrison toa 
friend sbhortiy after the election; but it saves 
us much letter writing. I grew quite tired of 
reading of the Harrisons during the cam- 
paign, and I hardly know how the coun- 
try could bave stood much more of it. I never 
before knew how great and goodand accom- 
plished I was, and if another one had taken 
up a pen ] should bave claimed the wings and 
mounted.

The press has been uniformly kind, almost 
too kind tous,’’ said Mre. Harrison a few 
dayssince. ‘‘lsometimes think though that 
the press has gone mad by the questions 
reporters put to me.

McKee haveasinking at heart in fear of an 
enemy made by their refusals. 

The temperance people call and write and 
exhort Mrs. Harrison as if she were an aban- 
doned sinner, and they talk to her of Mrs. 
Hayes, and holdup Mrs. Hayes as an exam- 
ple, until she must soon dread to hear the 
name of that good woman, who was in a way 
related toher. If there were an open bar in 
in the White House some of the exhorters 
could not be more anxious and earnest. The 
President and Mrs. Harrison, who are tem- 

rate lu all things, have only foll.. wed estab- 
lis hed social usages, and set belore their guests 
what is usual and proper.

charitable pentertainment within fifty 
miles begs her attendance. Actors and artists 
call and ask that the President's family will 
attend their performances, musicians and 
elocutionists and infant prodigies want to 
heard inthe White House ors, and it 
difficult to decline these kind offers that 
would result in so much benefit to these per- 
formers. Ali the cumulative methods of 
raising money for charities have been tried 
by asking Mrs. Harrison to send 10 cents or 81 
and mall the inclosed blanks to ten more 
people, who will keep on widening the circle 
of contributors by tens. 

MRS. HARRISON’S MAIL 

is a dally curiosity, as well as an infliction. 
The cranks in every part of the country write 
to her, and some of the letters pass beyond 
crankery. When the papers announced that 
the White House was overrun with ants, 
scores of recipes came for ridding the place of 
the pests, and in postseripts the writers suz- 
gested the rewards they would like for this 
voluntary kindness—a sum of money, a silk 
dress or a post-office. At the time of the rat 
invasion recipes for rat polsoning and pack- 
ages of rat 23 came daily. The letter 
writers are often impertinent. They advise 
Mrs. Harrison not to sign her name 
as Carrie; to bang her hair, and 
not to ecome worldiy minded. The 
petitions for autographs and photo- 
graphs are equal to the crazy quilt appeals. 
Anxious mothers ask her to make out a list of 
books that she would advisea young girl to 
read. Another mother wrote that ber prom- 
ising young son had dreanied that Mrs. Har- 
rison had sent him a violin. The solution of 
the dream wasin the postscript, of course, 
and provided for the dream’s coming true by 
giving full directions for sending an express 
package to their country cross-roads. Boxes 
of home-made candy, and cakes, pickles and 
preserves are sent, requesting orders for the 
W hite-House table and an opinion. of their 
merits.

obtain. Undoubtedly a number of women of 
fashion are the authors of their own dainty 
head-gear, but they do not, as a rule, ac- 
knowledge their ‘handiwork. While 
some even take great pains to 
conceal their skill, as for example, 
whenahat-band bearing the name of some 
London, Paris, or New York house of vogue is 
carefully cut from a discarded bonnet and in- 
serted in the home-made article. This silent 


witness removes ali necessity for repeated 
prevarication. Even privileged intimates, 
who are admitted to the sanctity of my lady’s 
dressing-room, and see the inside of her new 
bonnet, can thus read for themselves where 
the ‘‘creation’’ hails from! 

There are shops where the most ‘desirable 
shapes“ or frames“ can be bought, and 
with costly lace, exquisite flowers, a bit of 
velvet or crepe dechine, a bunch of soft, 
curling ostrich tips, or some delicate plum- 
aged birds, deft fingers can devise 
a head-piece which will defy competi- 
tion in the shops, and has reached only a 


fourth of the cost ofthe professional millin- 
ers’ work. Butthe woman who can do this 
must have the sense of color and form of an 
artist, andthe skilful hands of an ‘‘artist 
artisan.’’ She must be gifted, especially who 
can produce beautiful bonnets entirely on the 
strength of herown inspirations and without 
any knowledge of the technigue of the trade. 
THAT AMERICAN 
women are supremely endowed inthis direc- 
tion cannot be gainsaid. The talent crops 
out everywhere, from the shop girl to the 
400. Passing along the streets at the hour 
when women of leisure are dressing for din- 
ner and working girls are going 
home from their day’s toil, one 
May see on any fine evening the most 


striking illustration of the prevalent talent 
for amateur wWiinery which distinguishes the 
city. Out of odds and ends of material are 
made many really charming little hats ana 
bonnets, which are so becoming that vou fair- 
ly catch your breath at the thought of what a 
marvel the maker might turn outif she had 
only material ample in quantity and quality 
to choose from for her work. 

At the same time the thought occurs that if 
some of these amateur bonnet makers would 
only be a bit more careful about the finish of 
their work—if they would only guard againsta 
certain carelessness of detail which imparts 
an unmistakably ‘‘home-made’’ appearance 
to their efforts—the slight extra trouble there- 
by incurred would be fuily atoned for by the 
exquisite perfection of the result. 

Those who undertake to learn the trade of 
millinery find that wire and buckram and 
foundation lace represent the A BO’s of the 
art. The novice must spend a good six 
months learning to form shapes with tnese 
materials. She copies them at firat from 
other frames, then from plates, and finally, 
carrying out some written or verbai deserip- 
tion, she is able to model the hat or bonnet 
without a pattern. 

When the ‘‘anatomy’’ of the bat has been 
mastered in this way the next step is to clothe 
it. Bindings and brims follow in the course 
ot trimmir g. It takes months longer to be- 
come expert in putting on the single or doubie 
rolied velvet strip which binds the edge, and 
is so deftly slip-stitched that it seems to have

BROAD-BRIMMED HAT, 
or a flaring bonnet, presents the next difficulty 
for conquest. The apprentice learns to cut 
carefully from the frame, or shape, of straw 
or feit an exact pattern in paper, which 3 
then laid upon the material and the facin 
fashioned according to it. This insures ac- 
curacy and prevents waste of stuff. 

When these merely mechanical parts of mil- 
linery have been mastered then comes all the 
bewilderment of bows and folds, frilis,feath- 
ers and other fripperies, and having learned 
the knack of adjustment by copying the work 
ot others the young milliner soon turns her 
own graceful fancy loose, when, ifshe is the 
least bit of an artist in her trade, she will 
presentiy begin to produce original designs. 

Frenchwomen as a rule are peculiarty skill- 
fulin the millinery line. This grateful art is 
an intuition with Parisiennes and they prac- 
tice it freely, but across the channel the ma- 
jority of women buy their bonnets. For one 
thing they are not nearly so dear in England 
as in Paria or America, which, ofcourse, re- 
moves one 2 far an English woman 
being her own williner. 

There is, however, a school of millinery 
where not afew gentlewomen have been in- 
structed in the craft. It is connected with the 
School of Scientific Dress-Uutting located on 
Regent Circus, where the three young daugh- 
tors of the Prince of Wales were sent to learn 
how to make their own frocks. In these 
classes most of the English gentiewomen who 
bave entered the ranks of ladies in trade 
were taucht at least enough of the principles 
of dress and bonnet org | to enable them to 
direct their work women. It is to be regretted 
that there are no like rane in this oity for 

uiring a knowledge of millinery.

straw braid hat. The brim was wide in front, 
sloped at the sides and became very narrow 
behind. There was no top to the crown. The 
materials were dark green velvet—a shade 
darker than the straw—some paler green 

auze, a trail of blackberry vine, with starry 

lossoms and several yards of shaded green 
ribbon. The implements were several long 


needles, green sewing silk black thread, a 
spoo! of fine wire of the sort used in making 
wax flowers, sharp shears and a scrap of 
buckram. 

Mademoiselle tried the hat on her curly 
blonde head and declared that it wasn’t 
‘*quite large enough in the crown.’’ 

A swift snip of the scissors made a gash 
directly in the back at the narrowest point of 
the brim. It-severed three of the wide braids 
of straw. Then a few long firm stitches 
fastened into the opening a gore of buckram. 
**The trimming will cover this up, explained 
the fair amateur. Next she ripped tworounds 
of straw from the side of the crown and 
deftiy twisted and sewed them into a little 
pan cake piece about three inches in diame- 
ter. It was laid under a heavy book to 
keep it flat, while a bias strip of vel- 
vet about five inches in width was 
pulled about the crown, caught firmly down 
with stoutthread and then turned up and 
gathered in to the size of the aforesaid straw 
pancake, which came out from under the 
dictionary in good shape. When it was sewed 
in place the velvet puffed out around it in 
Tam O’Shanter fashion and gave a very pretty 
effect with the open straw top. 

The brim was attended to next. A bias 
fold of ganze wasturned up half an inch at 
the outer edge and fulled about the brim, 
being sewed just outsidethe wire, where it 
made a little soft frill. It was gathered and 
stitched into the crown, Then came the 
bows, and the 1 of the fine wire was 
explained. ‘‘I found by ripping up my 
French hats that ribbon loops are always 
puckered with wire instead of being sewed in 
folds at the base,’’ sald the wise young 
woman, as she measured two rabbit-ear loops 
about four inches double, and twisting each 
with wire set them up straight behind the 
crown, sewing them fast to the buckram gore. 
Shorter loops also wired, some skiliful turns 
of the ribbon to form a knot and one short end 
cut swallow-tail were set at the base ana the 
cluster was athing of beauty. Then the vine 
with its wee white blossoms was trained 
along the transparent brim. Invisible stitch- 
es caught it fast in several places, but it 
seemed to have strayed there of its own sweet 
will. 

The last touck was acrown lining, a double 
piece of the gauze, sewed by long stitches at 
the edge of the crown and then drawn tightly 
up at the center so that nota shred of straw 
was left expdésed to catch and ruffle the pretty 
hair of the fair wearer, who donned her 
handiwork with great satisfaction, exciaim- 
ing: 

‘*There, one precisely like this costs $23 at 
Mme. ——’s. I paid $.8 for the materials 
and it has taken me two hours to make them

He Describes Henry Clay’s Funerail—Ben 

Butler and His Straight Eye—His Dry 

Smoke and Other Matters—Stories 
About Russell Sage. 

Special Correspondence of SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH, 

N ASHINGTON, D. 

C., April 17.— 

Gen. Ben Butler 

has been spend- 

ing considerable 

time in the two 

houses of Con- 

gress during the 

past month. He 

is as bright as a 

dollar, as fat as 

butter, as rosy as 

a milkmaid, and 

his eye which 

used to be cocked 

is now as straight 

as a string. I 

made a study of 

him from the 

press gallery to-day and saw that he took in 

the House without spectacles. The scar from 

the surgical operation repairing his eyes was 

not to be seen, though he was not twenty 

feet away from me, and his sight is now as 

good as that of any public man in the United 

States. Gen. Butler was sitting side by side 

with that other Massachusetts septuagenar- 

fan, Gen. N. P. Banks. The two made 

a remarkabie picture. Both men are 

long past their 70s, and the skins of 

both are rosy with the iron in their blood 

and they both show sap in brains and limbs. 

Both have been many times in Congress. 

Both bave served as Govornors of Mass- 

achusetts. Both made national reputations 

during the war, and when Gen. Butler left 

New Orleans Gen. Banks took command in 

his place. Since then both have been in the 

thick of public attairs, and both are still keep- 

ing their fingers on the key-board to which 

are attached the political wires of the United 

States. 

Gen. Banks isthe elder of the two and he 
Was a national character when Ben Butler 
Was still practising Jaw at Lowell and was 
investing his surplus funds in buying 
little houses at auction and thus laying the 
foundation of his big fortune. It 
was then that . . Boake was 
the candidate for Speaker of the 
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Ben Butler and Banks. 
anti- Southern element of Congress, and the 
contest was so close that for two months the 
bailoting went on. One hundred and thirty- 
three ballots were taken before Banks was 
elected, and he was the leader for that Con- 
gress of the North againstthe South. I chat- 
ted with him the other day as to the influence

‘ood circumstances, and the contrast between 

im and Butler in this respect is remarkable. 

He makes, it is 
sakd, $10,000a month atthe law and he still 
owns his Washington mansion with ite big 
mortgage. ‘He has investments all over the 
United States,and he has been largely inter- 
ested in West Virginia mines. His law

They contain valuable deposits of coal and 
iron as Clemens stated, and did Mark Twain 
own them to-day he might have a bigger 
business than in wis book publishing and 
book writing.

Electric Energy Fropels the Cars on the 
Union Depot Line. 


By May 1itis expected that overhead motive 
power will be used exclusively in the trans- 
portation of passengers over the Union Depot 
lines. Already the plant is in successful 
operation from the power-house on Virginia 
and Geyer avenues, three miles southwest, to 
beyond Monks’ Church, and a few days will 


see the close of the preparation on the down 
town end of the line. 

New track is being put down on every foot 
ofthe road. The new cars are commodious 
and of attractive appearance and substantial 
build. The overhead wire has been strung on 
Insulated poles as far down town as Chouteau 
avenue, 

The power station of the new electric line is 
situated on the corner of Jefferson and Geyer 
avenues. The dynamo and engine-room is a 
105x86-foot building, put upin brick and one 
story high. It contains as driving power two 
Hamilton Corliss engines of different sizes. 
The larger one is a 325 horse-power machine, 
with a 24x4s-inch cylinder, a fly- wheel of 18 
feet diameter and 37-inch face, and runs at 
full speed 75 revolutions per minute. The 
smaller one has a 20x48-inch cylinder, an 
l8-foot by 83-inch fly- wheel and the 
same amount of revolutions, and runs 
up to 230 horse power. These engines are 
connected with a belt to countershaft at 
ninety-six feet in length. This countersnaft 
again runs by rope transmission six large 100- 
horse power ‘Thomson-Houston dynamos 
2 furnish the electrical energy for the 
road. 

the dynamos are all electrically connected 
to a large and very handsome switch-board 
nicely finished in cherry. The cars are 
equipped with two 15-horse power motors 
geared for aspeed of fifteen miles an hour. 
The power and consequently the speed can 
be regulated at will by the driver on the frout 
platform.

This leaves 
the assessment of the real estate and persona! 
property at $802,449,140. The assessment of 
the railroad, bridee and telegraph property 
added will make the aggregate assessment of 
the State on the values of June 1, 1889, near or 
about $875,000,000. The number of acres of land 
in the State assessed is 39,984,956; horses, 843, - 
565; mules, 234,347; asses and jeunets, 5,938; 
cattle, 2,624,328; sheep, 709,211; hogs, 2,646,575; 
average Value of land per acre, $7.29; horses, 
$36.14; mules, 40.73; asses and jennets, 
$67.35; cattle, $9.49; sheep, $1.10, and hogs, 
$1.33. In St. Louis real estate for taxable 
purposes is valued at 66% to 75 per cent of its 
cost value. Inthe other portion of the State 
from 25 to 37t per sent. St. uls pays two - 
fifths of the whole State tax. Had this reduc- 
tion of Jackson County not been made by the 
State Board, the taxabie property of the State 
this year would be over the constitutional re- 
quirement of $900,000,000, and the tax for State 
purposes for this and next year in place of the 
rate per cent being 20 cents would only be 15 
cents, as provided in the constitution. In this 
State the assessment for taxable purposes is 
made once in eveiy two years, and this on the 
odd numbered years. The levy and collec- 
tion is made on the year following the assess- 
ment, making the collection one year behind 
the assesswent.

Hence it rescinds the 
resolution and substitutes one opposing the 
bill, with a rider that if compound lard is an 
unhealthy food product its manufacture 
should be prohibited.

Sarasate-D’ Albert. 


Sarasate, the great violinist, and D' Albert, 
the equally great pianist, appear at Music 
Hall this week in two concerts, an evening 
performance on Thursday and a matinee on 
Saturday. They have made a sensation 
wherever they have appeared. The two artists 
are as unlike as possible. 

Pablo Sarasate is a Spaniard, and is as pe- 
culiarly free from the usual affectations gen- 
erally ascribed to musicians as heis in bis 
looks. Heis of medium height, of light and 
graceful bearing, and is the very ideal of an 
earnest artist and gentieman. He is a 
man of the world in opinion and 
in thought as in manner and 0bearing. 
He plays on a violin made by the master of all 
the instrument-makers in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, Stradivarius. This violin is of authen- 
tic workmansbip, and is the most valuable 
instrument used by any artist. It is owned 
by Saracate, and is insured for $15,000, al- 
though no. set price can be placed on au in- 
strument ofthis kind, since it has a history 
and has seen court life in every phase, 

From what can be learned it was first owned 
by Cardinal Di Rattucci, who, it is believed, 

layed on it with some degree of excellence. 
For nearly fifty years after the Cardinal’s 
death it remained silent, until the general dis- 
tribution of the impoverished Cardinal’s 
goods was made among his relations, 
and there among the riff-raff the 
violin found its way into Spain. 
The grand-uncie of Queen Isabelle of Spain 
wasacollector of musical instruments, and 
in this collection the Sarasate violin velonged 
until it was presented tothe artist by her 
Majesty some years ago. Sarasate never al- 
lows any oneeven to touch his famous fiddle 
and guards it as jealously as if it were the 
apple of his eye. 

Eugene D' Albert isa queer genius and op- 
posite in manners and appearance to his con- 
frere, Sarasate. D' Albert is a little man, with 
aleonine head. His movements are extreme - 
ly awkward and only while he is seated at the 
plano can one forget his funny make-up. As 
a pianist Von Bulow puts himself second 
and generously records Rubenstein in first 
place in the trio of artists whom he names in 
the following characteristic sentence: There 

are but three great planists in the world— 
Rubenstein, myself aud D’ Albert, but the last 
is yet young and bids fa ir to surpass us all. 
As the programme presented by the organiza- 
tion contains important numbers for the 
violin and piano, and as both instruments 
must be played with the greatest degree of 
excellence and an exact balance observed, it 
was necessary to add a pianist to the company 
who is an artist and by no means an accompa- 
nist. Thisis Miss Bertha Marx. Aside from 
Miss Marx there is still another pianist with 
the company—Otto Goldsmith—who is the 
accompanist, Senor Sarasate and Miss Marx 
play two pieces together at every concert and 
their performances are said to be somethin 
to be remembered. Seats will beon sale to-

ST, LOUIS PRESS CLUB BENEFIT. 


The Theatrical Event of the Dramatic Ses- 
sen of 1889-90. 


On the evening of Monday, April 28, Mr. 
Wilson Barrett, the English tragedian, will 
give abenefit at the Olympic Tnwater to the 
St. Louis Press Club, an organization in which 
he has many personal friends, made since he 
became famous on the stage, and a few who 
were his intimates in the old coun- 
try.

Barrett’s intention to undertake the presenta- 
tion of this dramatic treat on his return to this 
city, but on request he consented to do 80 on 
the occasion of the Press Club benefit. 

The scene is laid in the Isle cf Man and the 
story is weird and melancholy in one phase, 
but lightened by touches of nature and spark- 
ling wit. ‘The hero ie banished from the 
isiand by a crime, leaving behind him a 
sweetheart whom he dearly loves and that 
love draws him back from exile, though 
death is the penalty for his return 
to the home of his outh and 
his love. One of the striking scenes 
is known as the’‘cliff scene, and Mr. Barrett 
then has the stage to himself. Seated on the 
cliff, with the marvelous scenery about him 
showing the rugged coast and the expanse of 
ocean, he soliloguizes about his fate and his 
future.

The clubrooms are hand- 
somely furnished in antique oak, easels, pict- 
ure frames, billiard tables, racks, etc., cor- 
responding in color and design with the gen- 
eral furnishings of the place. 

The well stocked buffet is an important feat- 
ure, supplying the comforts for the inner 
mas. 

The assembly or living room is an apart. 
ment fifty teet square, lighted daring the day 
by twelve windows and at night by four an- 
tique bronze chandeliers. A dozen small oak 
tables supplied with game boards, chessmen, 
Ste., cozily cornered in some nogk, offer an 
inviting place for agame between cronies or 
a quiet chat undisturbed e@xcept by 
the temporary and desirable intrusion 
of one of the uniforined waiters. 
Large chandeliers in old bronze furnish the 
light from an innumerable quantity of twink- 
ling gas jets. On small oaken tables are dif- 
ferent games—chess, dominoes, 
etc., while elegant billiard 
tables occupy one end of the apart- 
ment. A piano is, invitingly open, while 
a massive oaken table surrounded by com- 
fortable arm chairs is covered with the latest 
magazines, periodicals, etc.,and is one of the 
attractive corners. A sunny little corner 
called the ‘‘poet’s corner,’’ tastefully draped 
by the graceful folds of rich and heavy cur- 
tains, is always occupied.

I have usually found 
that the sons of in- 
dependent gentie- 
men,who nave great 
expectations, make 
very poor clerks and 
don’t develop into 
good Wall street 
men. 

Their expectations 
seem to dwarf the 
ability that might 

develop under the more favorable auspices of 

being obliged to paddle their own cance. Like 
the light under a bushel, referred to in the 

Good Book, their brilliant qualities are ob- 

scured and circumscribed by the paternal 

protection in prospect. They have 
not 2 sufficient incentive to 
work, because they know that all they re- 
quire for their natural wants will fall easily 
into their laps. The motives, therefore, 
which usually develop the greatest mental 
qualities are absent and the qualities them- 
selves lie dormant, and frequently decay like 
poppy seeds in their seed vessels, without 
being productive of the fruits which are the 
result of industrial habits and the desire for 
acquisition. Such young men, instead of be- 
ing a help to an office into which they happen 
to be thrust, often through friendship and 

favoritism, are a great hindrance and a 

stumbling block inthe path to promotion of 

other young men. 

After Many ineffectual attempts to reform 
and remodei them, they have generally to be 
discarded, as the drone bees are ejected from 
the rest of the industrious hive, and they 
usually become as unpopular withthe other 
boys as the drone does with his comrades 
who make the honey, and will not suffer the 
idle fellow to feaston the fruits of their la- 


bor. 
GOOD SENSE NEEDED. 


~ Young men who have nothing but their own 
resources to depend upon will be found far 
more meritorious than this higher class. 
There are some eminent exceptions, but it 
takes a large amount of good sense to coun- 
teract the conceit instilled by the idea of 
financial independence by birth. 

The latter are more liable to youthful and 
enervating excesses, as they have the means 
to indulge in nocturnal amusements that are 
not conducive either to clear brains or active 
habits during the day. a 

Night dancing and late suppers, with some 
of their social concomitants, when habitu- 
ally indulged, do not contribute to business 
success. I know how this is myself, and 
therefore speak feelingly, but I do not lay 
myself open tothe charge of egotism when I 


say that I have never permitted the habit to 
get the better of me. 

Jam not setting up as acensor of other 
men’s hsbits nor attempting to utter mere 
moral or religious cant. lam simply discuss - 
ing the question from a scientific and phys!i- 
cal standpoint, and I say that these habits do 
not contribute to business success, but, on 
the contrary, form one of the great hindran- 
cestoit. They make the man, no matter how 
strong he may be, physically unfit for ordin- 
ary business. There ‘‘recreations,’’ uptown, 
however attractive and delightful they may 
be, do not fit a young man for business down- 
town. Theline must be drawn somewhere. 

GIVE MERIT ITS TRUE REWARD. 

There has been much said and written 
about civil-service reform by various author- 
ities from President Cleveland down to Dor- 
man P. Eaton and the Custom-House offi- 
cialis. The great rule to follow is to give 
merit its true reward. This draws out the 
best efforts of the recipient, where real merit 
is found, and keeps the drones beyond the 
pale of competition. It develops the quali- 
ties that are worthy of being encouraged, and 
keeps worthless pretense in its true position. 
This is the rule I have adhered to in my office 
and it works like a charm. My office, though 
not quite so large as the Custom-house or 
Post- office of New York City, I think affords 
a fairstesttof what could be done on the 
largest possible scale. 

If public office is a public trust, and we have 
the bigh authority of Mr. Cleveland for saying 
so, I think it can be administered on the same 
business principles that have contributed to 
the success of some of the largest and most 
successful firms in the world; and among 
these, Ithink I can say without egotism, as 
the matter ls capable of demonstration, that 
the house of which I havg the honor to ‘be 
the head stands second to hone in the attri- 
butes to which I have referred. 

The reader may say, ‘‘This isa puff for his 
own house.“ Well, even so. If it is, it is 
true. So Ido not see why I should feign any 
false modesty about the assertion. It would 
be sheer affectation to do 80. 

Collegiate education is a great question for 
debate among literary men, journalists and 
business men, as to its utility in forming the 
character of youth for business life. As the 

+ College curriculum and training stand at pres 
ent, the ordinary course is not in general cal- 
culated to make a good business man. At is 
erroneously regarded by some people asa 
kind of substitute for business training in the 
earlier years of a young man’s life. There 
could be no greater mistake in the beginning 
of a business career. It is in many instances 
not only a hindrance, but absolutely fatal to 

To put a young man in an office 
fresh from coliege, on a level with one of the 
same age who has been training in business 
methods since he left the common school, is 
demoralizing to both. 

THE DUDE IN THE OFFICE. 

I wish to have it distinctly understood that 
in the foregoing remarks I have not made any 
attempt to cast the slightest refiection on the 
personal attr:butes and abilities of any young 
man in amy line of life or status of society, and 
I make this statement perſectly independent 
of the mere social incident as to whether the 
young man in question may part bis hair in 
the middle or assume other dudish airs. That 
is his business, and I have no right to trench 
on the sacred precincts of his individuality, 
nor do I mean to do so. As a rule, I stick tomy 
own business. Isimply intend to imply that 
when a dude happens to come into my office, 
wherelthing he will nd the most mwsthetic 
appointments in the way of furniture and the 
business arrangements, if he should, upon 
thus entering into my employment, come to 
the sudden conclusion that this sstheticism of 
office furnishing implied any plea for idieness 
or assumption of airs on his part he 
would very s00n experience a rude 
awakening from his charmed lethargy of 
conceit, and if he were not prepared to under- 
take in a calm and appreciative tone of mind 
the first lessons of business industry, I would 
politely bid him an affectionate adieu, and on 
parting tell him very Kindly that though his 

great natural gifts might be thoroughly 
adapted to shine in another sphere of life, he 
was both by nature and education totally un- 
fitted to play the most humble part in a busi- 
ness career, such as that of which my firm 
affords a fair and most successful example. 

The same remarks will apply to any other 
young man who does not appreciate his voca- 
tion, and try to know himself as oid Seneca 
taught. 

THIS APPLIES TO EVERYBODY. 

Ido not inesidiously single out the dude for 
ab odious comparison, he remark will ap- 

ply just as appropriately to the young man 
who ia better fitted for a blackemith ora 

farmer or perbaps a preacher than a business 

man or a financier. 

% All blacksmiths,’’ says the Rev. Robert 
Collyer, ‘‘cean’t become preachers, and it 
would be bad for the would if they dia.’’ 
There is a good deal of philosophy in the re- 
mark of this 3 preacher, and quite to 
the point on the subject which i am now at- 
tempting to bamdle. 

In fact, there is nothing in this world 
would grieve me more than the prospect of be- 
ing obliged to refiect in future years on the 
fact that I bad been Instrumental in keeping a 
young man’s ‘‘nose to th astone,’’ so to 
bpeak, in my office, where 
vory poor employe without the 
¢aining average success, while | 
which nature and education had 


adaptability becomes a serious affair for young 
men starting in life and for their parents, who 
often sacrifice a great deal of their worldly 
comforts and peace of mind to launch their 
fond 14 f 

The best thing for parents to do, then as a 
general rule, is to encourage thelr children in 
that avocation for whicb they show a decided 
preference. Whate young men do volun- 
tarily, asa rule the do well. This is espe- 
parm | illustrated in the lives of youths whe 
exhibit an inclination for a military pursuit, 
which offers the least inducement to human 
avarice and attracts the mind through the 
more sentimental motives of patriofism and 
the love of glory. But in our present civiliza- 
tion there are national feelings that must be 
inculcated and encouraged. 

I entertained at my Newport residence dur- 
ing the past summer, tbe officers of the Twen- 
ty-third Brooklyn Regiment of the National 
Guard of the State of New York, because I 
telt ita matter of duty to do so as well as a 
privilege to do my part in contributing to the 
encouragement ofthe young men who have 
taken it upon themselves voluntarilyto be 
members of that militia organization. 

BRAVE SOLDIER BOYS. 

These young men visit Newport at very 
great oost to each one, as they themselves 
have to contribute to the expenses attending 
the trip, and their presence in Newport in 
going through, regularly each day, their 

riils and parades with as much precision 
and correctness as though they all had been 
graduates of West Point, all well equipped 
and wellattired in plain but most becoming 
military apparel, made a most interesting 
scene to witness, contributing not a little to 
the amusement and gratification of the resi- 
dents of that famous watering-place. They 
are becoming disciplined to be soldiers. They 
are mostly young men of good families, of 
profitable occupation, many in business for 
themselves and others trustworthy clerks in 
the employ of others with good salaries, con- 
sequently they make a great sacrifice to them- 
seives in the time they thus bestow upon such 
exertions as well as ordinarily in the drills 
which they have to go through when at home 
once or twice a week, frequently oftener. 
What is the incentive in this personal sacrifice 
on their part? 

The answer is the spirt of patriotism, and 
that really is what it means, for in the event 
ofa foreign invasion or.nternal disturbances 
their services are pledged to the State and to 
the Government. They are therefore liable 
to receive ata moment’s notice a call from 
any quarter to go to the front with their lives 
in their hands, leaving their families, their 
wives, their children, their old parents, their 
business—leaving all and requiring a farewell 
at their departure, as the dangers they may 
have to encounter are threatening in charac- 
ter, and, not nnlikely, may prevent their ever 
returning alive. 

In this country we do not desire standing 
armies, for we do not wishthe expense en- 
tailed upon the Government to sustain them, 
but we do want the young men encouraged to 
do military duty and be prepared for action 
when it comes. The only money, thereiore, 
that the Government need expend to protect 
our continent is fora good militia force in 
each ofthe varlous States, to be well dis- 
ciplined. Inthat case, our country will be 
prepared to mee’ foreign foes. 

The importance of business training—that 
is, training for the s¢pecial occupation in 
which a man’s euergies are to be developed, 
is always made apparent when those energies 
are put tothe test of competition, or are 
called upon to put forth an extraordinary 
effort. If aman has not got tne special 
training, whetherinthe army or in civil life, 
he is never reliable in an emergency, but is 
like that weak and vacillating friend whom 
old Solomon compared to a broken ankle. 

I say, therefore, to the young manof the 
rising generation, while you do not relax any 
effort to procure alltne education that your 
time and means will afford, above all things, 
do not neglect the paramount importance of 
business training.

MEMOIRS OF GREAT MEN. 


OLIVE LOGAN GIVES PERSONAL RECOL- 
LECTIONS OF SOME FAMOUS PEOPLE 


How Thackeray First Appeared te Her and 
Why Her Opinion Changed—An Anecdote 
of Cyrus Field—How She Met Queen Vic 
toria and the Prince Covsort—Wilkie 
Collins’ Rules for Novel Writing.

ONDON, April 9, 1890. 

—Thackeray I met in 

Parise in 1858 and 1859. 

An impression, which 

Iconfess may be to- 

tally erroneous, lin- 

gers in my mind 

concerning the busi- 

ness which about 

that time brought 

him to the French 

capital. To the ex- 

tent of good wishes 

to friends, however, if not in a more sub- 
stantial way, he was interested in the success 
of the submarine cable, then the wonder of 
the civilized world. The English stockholders 
(one of whom he may perchance have been) 
were trying to obtain from the French Gov- 
ernment the right to land the cable on the 
Island of St. Pierre and Miquelon, a French 
possession near Newfoundland. In my article 
in Harper’s Magazine, published twenty years 
ago, 1 gave details of various occurrences 
connected with this enterprise, and wrote 
with the entbusiam which the circumstance 
merited of the highly honorable conduct of 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field, the leading spirit of this 

great work. 

Wrought tothe highest pitch of nervous 
frenzy bythe obstacles thrownin his path 
and the path of the cable by narrow-minded 
officials, Mr. Field nevertheless refused a 
proposal from one of these to antedate a doc- 
ument which was to be laid before the Min- 
ister of Marine, simply saying that he should 
be on the ocean at that time and not in Paris. 
Amore detail—a nothing at all, remarked 
the French official, shrugging his shoulders 
impatiently. ‘‘I might be shipwrecked, and 
here would ve my signature claiming that I 
was in Paris—in other words, a posthumous 
lle, replied Mr. Field. ‘‘Iconsider that a 
good deal andI won't doit.’’ Yetthere is 
one aspect which would have lent the color- 
ing of truth to the falsehood had fate been so 
cruelasto end Mr. Field’s valuable life, and 
that is that Paris isthe place where good 
Americans go whenthey die. Soof course 
Mr. Field would have been in Paris, even if 
shipwrecked, 

Can I picture 

THACKERAY’ S. APPEARANCE 
after the lapse of all these years? I can see 
him ‘‘in my mind’s eye’’ perfectly, but to 
describe him with pen and ink is not easy. 
He is tall and broad-shouldered, and had a 
complexion like Horace Greeley’s, pure milk 
and roses, such asa girl mightenvy. His hair 
was very white, his nose as flat as any negro’s 
(it had been broken, I believe), and he wore 
large spectacles pushed close against his eyes. 
Neither in appearance nor in manner did he 
make a favorable impression upon me; but 
then I wasa verdant American girl, and he 
was,l remember his using this expression 
frequently, ‘‘a great gun.’’ Hesworein the 


presence of ladies, an offense which, in 

America in those daye, almost assumed the 

proportions of acrime; and this was Thack- , 
eray in Paris. A celebrated author, a critic 

of manners and in the most polished capital 

in Christendom, He struck me as being a 

coarse man, without a throb of tenderness in 

his nature. I was mistaken. 

Our host, an English literary man who re- 
sided in Paris, bad a little niece of 10 years 
old living with him. She was a sad, shy 
child with no playmates; in poor health, 
and by no means a beauty. She rarely en- 
tered the drawing-room, and never when Mr. 
Thackeray was there. 

Ialways fancied sbe was afraid of the noisy 
great author, and kept out of his way as 
much as possible. One evening after Thack- 
eray bad dined with ber uncle, und had taken 
his leave, little Lacy came running into the 
drawing-room, with heightened color, spark- 
ling eyes and smiling lips. She had been sitting 
alone in the ante-chamber when Mr. Thack-~ 
eray came out; he spoke so pleasantly to her, 
and put this in her hand, for herself. This 
was a golden louis, 

A TWENTY-FRANC PIECE, 
an unusually bandsome present for a child. 
And how prettily he must have talked with 
her, from her account! About dolis he had 
known, many of great beauty and accom- 
A she must buy the nicest one to be 
ad for the napoleon he had given her, he 
said. She was a dear little girl, he remarked, 
and he was sorry to see her so lonely; he 
would come some day to make a visit to her 
particularly, and would tell her fairy stories, 
of which he knew many. Till then good-by, 

said he, patting her upon the head. 

Was not that a charming incident? We were 
all touched by its sweetness, and I ‘‘recon- 
structed’’ my opinion of Thackeray’s coarse 
nature. No one but a gentieman—a man of) 
feelinge—would have gone out of his way to 
cheer a lonely child. 

Thackeray prided himself on his knowl 
ot the French language. He interlarded his 
conversation with the identical hrases 
which are frequent in his books—*‘‘a lady de 
par le monde, ons of the haute volee,“ 
and other baif Fre , half English sen- 
tences, which woula be considered trivial 
nowadays. His talk ran constantly on Jules 
Janin, whose critiques de lund! were the great 
journalistic feature of Paris at that time. I 
remember his teiling me of a visit he made to 
Janin at his villa at Passy, when they talked 
ot La Perse, as a most — lite sub- 
ject. Neither had ever been to sia, I think 
nor ever ex to go; but what of that? 
The roses, the bulbul, the dark, 
eyes, the tyrannical father, the sp! 
in a word, the Byron and Tom Moore

I never heard him name 88 
wite, children or parents; .whereas poor 
Thornton Hunt invariably managed to bring 
in a reference to his father, soon after an in- 
troduction to any stranger. This of course 
always called forth the exclamation, "‘Wh 
are you the son of Leigh Hunt!’’ The gio 
of the dead father’s fame shed a rad 
over the son. 

Thornton Hunt made a trip to America, the 
object of which failed. This was to gain’ pos- 
seasion of property in or near the city of 
Philadelphia, to which he believed he was en- 
titled by Inheritance. Ile could not make his 
claim good and returned empty-banded and 
with health broken, probably through the 
crushing effect of disappointed hopes. He was 
fond of alluding to himself as a gentleman 
with lost lande.

WILKIE COLLINS 

I met after he had achieved his renown; so 
long after that his fame might be said to be on 
the decline. He had published all his great 
novels, and was now ‘‘turning out’’ in rapid 
succession stories which almost any of the 
clever contemporaneous romance-spinners of 
the second class in London could easily have 
equaled. Who but Wilkie Collins could have 
written The Woman in White?“ Wh thai 
is an acknowledged fictionist could not have 
written The Guilty River?!“ Yet, as 
with the partiality of 1 mother 
for her plainest children, Mr. Collins 
evidently felt a distinct favoritism for hii 
later books. For instance, he led the conver 

sation away from No Name“! and Th 
Moonstone’’ to speak with fervor of T. 

Black Robe. The Catholic clergy are at 

tacking me for u, said he, ‘‘but 1 meant it t 

be complimentary to tnem. I respect the Ro 

man Catholic religion and those of its follow 

ers whom I know.’’ 

I asked him to give me some hints abou 
fiction-writing and the leading points of hi 
advice were as follows: 1. Keep the stor 
moving. 2. Pay great attention to the liter 
ary style. 3. Delineate characters as the 
are, not as they are traditionally pictured | 
fiction. 4. Never go back on your tracks 1) 
the old-fashioned way, which says 
must now return to so and so,’’ but go 01 
with the story right straight ahead. 5. Don’: 
tell people’s back histories, but pick them u 
from where you met them and go on wit 
them from that out, just as we do in life. 

Afriend of mine who has read all Wilki: 
Collins’ novels, tells me that he has violate 
every single one of these injunctions, no 
once, but several times.

one who met him asI did with the idea of a 
2 figure being the necessary adjanc' 
to find him a short man, very mucb below th 
average height.

likeadwarf. With his long gray beard, hi 
spectacies, his stick, his bent back and pun 
legs, he appeared the Wizard of enthbrallin 
fiction, even as the mind of childhood pictur 
him. ; OLIVE LOGAN.
